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HE deſign of the following work is to 
exhibit the events of the goſpel- hiſtory 
in a connected chain, or order of ſucceſſion, 
and, by combining the accounts of each evan- 
geliſt, to relate, in their own words, every 
incident with all its circumſtances at length. 
This, it is evident, muſt be the only com- 
plete hiſtory of our Saviour's life and doc- 
trines that can be given, fince no authentic 
aſſiſtance is afforded us by other cotemporary 
writers or tradition.

I am well aware, at the ſame time, that a =» 
plan of this kind may be liable, from pre- 
judice and the nature of the thing itſelf, to 
ſome objections, and to ſome difficulties. 
Thoſe zealous advocates for the extent of 
divine in{piration communicated to the evan- 
gelical hiſtorians, who imagine that every 
word, nay, every letter, proceeded from the 
_ Holy Spirit, will moſt probably be diſpleaſed

The anſwer to their objections is obvious 
no verbal accuracy appears in the goſpel 
narrations : there are various little inconſiſt- 

encies, or even contradictions; ſometimes a 
difference with reſpec to times, places, and 

| perſons: thus one evangeliſt may tell us a 

certain circumſtance happened in Galilee, the

run into the oppoſite extreme, and from a 
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others in Judea; compare Mat. 8. 19. Luke 


9. 57. Matthew fays that two men poſſeſ- 


ſed with demons met our Lord at Gadara; 
the others mention but one: he hath alſo 
given a date to this tranſaction differ- 
ent to that aſſigned for it by Mark and 
Luke. Matthew and Luke relate the clear- 
ing of the temple, as if it happened imme- 
diately upon the triumphal entry of .Jeſus 
into Jeruſalem ; - but Mark tells us, this 
circumſtance did not come to paſs till the 
day following: for that on the former day 


he only took a general ſurvey of the city and 


temple, and returned to Bethany. Other in- 
ſtances of this kind might be found: where- 
as, if the Divine Spirit had 'condeſcended to 


particulars, we might reaſonably have ex- 


pected the accounts of the ſame fact to be 


uniformly the fame. As the contrary 'ap- 


pears, we are juſtified in ſuppoſing that 
only the general ſentiment and inſtruction is 
divinely inſpired, being confeſſedly tlie very 
ſame in all; while the arrangement, language, 


and mode of conveying the inſtruction may 


depend ſomewhat on the genius and cha- 

racter of each writer, ſince they do not always 
ſeem to have regarded hiſtorical exactneſs, 
but rather employ the narration as a vehicle 
to communicate their doctrines in a ſuitable 
form. It would therefore be equally unrea- 
ſonable to derive the ſtructure of words 
and ſentences from a divine origin, as to 


few 


few deviations of no great conſequence in 
themſelves, deny the credibility of the whole 


goſpel-hiſtory, which ſome have done; neg- ' 


lecting to obſerve the ſtrict harmony and 


* 


uniformity in all the general concluſions, and 


eat moral truths, and how little they are 
affected by thoſe light circumſtances. 
Another objection may be, that ſince in 
this ſcheme the different narrations are inter- 


mixed, we ſhall have the ſtile and language 


of men differing in their powers, taſtes, and 
capacities, confounded together. On com- 


pariſon, however, I think that difference is 
not ſo great as might be imagined; confiſting 
only in ſome peculiarities : of phraſeology, 


which appear not very conſpicuous” when 


tranſlated and modelled according to our 


own diction. The writers were men of the 


ſame nation, of the ſame time, having nearly 


the ſame education, and way of thinking, 
and engaged in the ſame cauſe; whence their 
compoſitions alſo have much the ſame gene- 
ral turn and character, and may therefore-be 
thus united without any great impropriety. 

The difficulties in arranging the facts ac- 
cording to regular order are not a few. If 


Matthew's goſpel be taken as a ſtandard, 


which has been generally done, the others 
muſt be tranſpoſed almoſt throughout. If 
Luke or Mark be fixed upon for this purpoſe, 
as more regular and connected; ſtill Matthew: 


would invert their order in one or two in- 


ſtances, limiting to a particular time what

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they have not ſo 3 I muſt 
confeſs, however, that arrangement of 
Luke and Mark appears to me preferable: 
they write profeſſedly in ſet order, agree in 
moſt circumſtances, and the events recorded 
feem to follow each other in natural and 
eaſy progreſſion ; whereas Matthew is often 


abrupt and unconnected in his narration, at- 


tending more - cg to the doctrines de- 
hvered, completion of prophecies, &c. The 
ſermon on the mount affords us an exam- 
ple of his conduct in this reſpect. It is 


foon after our Saviour 's baptiſm, at his firſt 
entrance on the publick miniſtry. The in- 
troduction to this difcourſe is as follows: 
« And Jefus went about all Galilee, teach- 
ing in their fynagogues, and proclaiming the 
good tidings of the kingdom, and healing 
every diſeaſe and every infirmity among the 
people; and his fame went forth into all 


Syria, and crouds followed him from Ga- 
lee, Decapolis, and Jeruſalem, and Judea, 


and beyond Jordan. Now it appears, on

Luke and Mark ſhew, with much more pro-

Matthew ſeems here not to have ſtudied 
the obſervance of order, but rather takes the 
firſt opportunity, befote he enters upon the 
relation of our Saviout's publick tranfactions, 
to point ont his reaſons for appearing, and the 
doctrines he meant to eſtabliſh; which is 


further probable, becauſe the diſcourſe is 


compoſed out of three or four others, tecited 
by Luke and Mark at different times; as if 
Matthew intended then to give a ſynoptical 

view of the Chriſtian tenets abridged from 

our Lord's principal difcourfes. 
For theſe confiderations I ſhalf inſert the 
ſermon in the place which Luke has aſſigned 
to the principal part of it, preſerving it iti- 
tire, as I think it would be improper to 
disjoin a piece of the beſt and ſoundeſt mo- 
rality that is any where extant in the world. 
The other incidents are arranged ac- 
cording to a plan which appears to me moſt 
reaſonable and moſt unexceptionable; the 
foundation of each: narrative being taken 
from the fulleſt account, or from the teſti- 
monies of a majority, and any additional 
circumſtances ſupplied from the others where 
they occur, wares,

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More attention is alſo due to one evangeliſt 
than another, at different periods of our 
Lord's miniſtration: Mark is more exact 
with reſpect to the tranſactions in Galilet ; 
Luke 8 n the events and diſcour- 
ſes which took place in the journeys of Jeſus 
Chriſt through Samaria and Jude; John is 
moſt full and particular in what happened at 
J eruſalem ; Matthew is perhaps leaff connect- 
ed, uſing in his tranſitions the words, kal, g.

Where time, place, and more particular 
circumſtances are referred to by any one of 
them, and omitted or neglected by the reſt, 
we are bound to follow the preciſe account 
rather than the general.

| | inconſiſtencies above hinted at may be DIR 
41 eaſily explained by attending to this diſtinc- 
| tion. It muſt appear, on alittle conſideration, 
improbable, that any ſet of men writing the 
ſame narrative, but of different length, and 
on a different plan, could coincide in all the 
minute circumſtances; and ſtill more ſo, if 
each, ſhould take certain parts to enlarge 
upon, and croud together the remaining in- 


All theſe difficulties might be overcome, if we were 
allowed to ſuppoſe a diſarrangement of two chapters in Mat. 
thew. . After chap, 9. ver. 9. inſert his 12th and 13th chap-

cidents. This is not uſually expected from hiſ- 
torians; nor are there perhaps two hiſtories in 
the world agreeing in every circumſtance, 
extept where one is expreſly copied or abridg- 
ed from the other, Why ſhould we not ap- 
ply ſome little common ſenſe in judging of 

he evangelical writers? Why expect impoſ- 
fibilities from them; or ſuppoſe that a very 
general account of ſome tranſactions in one, 
ſhould agree exactly with a minute and cir- 
cumſtantial detail in others? The parts of 
the goſpel, which have given commentators 


and. harmoniſts moſt trouble, are the ac- 


counts of the laſt ſupper, and of the events 
betwixt the reſurrection and aſcenſion. The 
leading circumſtances in the latter are, The 
viſits of the Galilean women to the ſepul- 
chre; the appearance of angels to them; 
our Lord's manifeſtation of himſelf there, 
and afterwards to the apoſtles at Jeruſalem; 
his diſcourſe with them in Galilee, and again 
at Jeruſalem; his final leave, and aſcent into 
heaven, Matthew's narrative is here very 
general and deficient when compared with 
the others; he ſays, that an angel from heaven 
removed the ſtone from the ſepulchre, cauſ- 
ed an earthquake, and terrified the guards; 
that when the women (according to him, 
the two Marys) were come thither, the an- 


gel aſſured them of our Lord's reſurrection, 


and of his going before them into Galilee— 
that Jeſus afterwards preſented himſelf to 
them, and told them the ſame; that the diſ-

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ciples went into Galilee, as directed, ſa him, 
and were convinced. Thus Matthew ſums 
up the general facts without much preciſion: 
but Mark enters into a particulat detail 
according to him, the women, 19 the 
ſtone rolled wy. entered into the ſepulchre, 
where an angel appeared to thern fitting on 
the right fide, and addreſſed them as above. 
Jeſus is firſt ſeen by Mary Magdalen alone, 
then by two diſciples in the country, and 
afterwards by the eleven. Luke ſeems to 
Join together all that was done by the 
women, without diſtinguiſhing the active 
part taken by Mary Magdalen, or what hap- 
pened to her ſeparately. But he mentions 
Peter's viſit to the ſepulchre; and gives a full 
account of our Lord's appearances to the 
diſciples; and his aſcenſion from Bethany. 
15 mentions what was ſeen and done by 
ary only. She indueed Peter and John to 
50 unto the ſepulchre—aftet they were gone 
e ſaw two angels within it; and had the 
converſation with Jeſus in the garden. An- 
other viſit to the diſciples is mentioned, in 
which the unbelief of Thomas is reproved: 
and the tranſactions in Galilee are alſo more 
circumſtantially related. 22 
As Mark and John, therefore; are moſt 
preciſe and particular, coinciding at the ſame 
time perfectly in their accounts, I found 
this part of the narrative on them, and inſert 
the additional incidents from the others. So 
throughout I think it right to prefer a la- 
. boured 


boured and cireumſtantial account to one 
that is wh and general. Matthew and Mark, 
22 our Saviour's crucifixion, ſay, 
amongſt others, The . who 
were crucified with him alſo reviled him,” 
enlarging no further. But Luke has been 
more expreſs on this paflage, and affords us 
ſome additional circumſtances — one blaſ- 
him, but was rebuked by the other, 
to whom Jeſus promiſes future happineſs. 
In another — when Luke and John 
mention the cireumſtance of our Lord's 
foretelling Peter that he ſhould deny him, 
they do it each on a different occaſion; as if 
they took the firſt opportunity that offered 
of inferting this, though not in exact order. 
Matthew and Mark particularize, and make 
a ſeparate paragraph of it, relating it, with 
more ſeeming, propriety, at a time when 
the diſciples had been, by many previous 
inſtructions, prepared to receive every diſ- 
agreeable intelligence. 
The concluſions of the goſpels do not en- 
tirely agree together; and our Lord's laſt diſ- 
courſes, w ſeem to have been delivered 
at different times, are by ſome of the evan- 
geliſts united together. Luke, though more 
full than the reſt, is yet ſomewhat imper- 
fect, for St. Paul, in 1 Corinth. 15. enu- 
merates many viſits of our Lord to the diſ- 
ciples, which are not mentioned in any of the

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count as complete as poſſible, by comparing 
the 10 nee wth Acts, tha 25 
Having thus given the outlines of the plan 
T have followed in this combined narration, 
it will not be neceſſary to fill the body of

Our preſent tranſlation of the New Teſta- 
ment is on all hands allowed to have particu- 
lar merit in its exactneſs, expreſſion, and 
ſimplicity.

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The hiſtory and general doctrines of 


Chriſtianity are delivered by the evangelical 
writers ſo clearly and diſtinctly, that ſcarce 
the meaneſt capacity can fail to comprehend 
them. So plain and ſimple a narrative might 
be expected not to require any extenſive 
comments or illuſtrations; yet we have a 
very numerous body of commentators, and 
thouſands of volumes written on the ſub- 
ject. Not much ſatisfaction is to be obtained 


from the peruſal of theſe, as far the e | 


part of them too often endeavour to find out 
meanings beyond what the words expreſs, to 
perplex what is in itſelf clear and perſpicu- 
ous, or treat of abſtruſe ſpeculative points, 
which in our preſent ſtate are not to be 
thoroughly underſtood, nor can be attended 
to by ch 

is, men were not deſigned for a life of ſpecu- 
lation; nor has impertinent curioſity been 


gratified in the revealed ſyſtem of religion. 


But Divine Wiſdom has in it communicated 
to us every neceſſary information. We there 
learn the relation we ſtand in to our Creator; 
what duties are required of us towards our 
fellow- creatures; and by what means we

in terms ſo clear and preciſe, that no para- 
phraſe or comment can render it more ex- 
plicit. It is preſumed the occaſion for com- 
menting on the evangelical hiſtory is yet 
more diminiſhed by a work of this nature, in 
which the principal advantage propoſed is, 
by a methodical arrangement, and the fulleſt 
account of every incident, to make the goſ- 
pel, if I may be allowed the expreſſion, a 
comment on itſelf. W 
Such a plan is perhaps likely to be of more 
neral uſe than the harmonies already pub- 
iſhed, which are too voluminous to be read, 
except by men of letters, who have leiſure 
to beſtow upon them the minute attention 
they require. I mean not to detract from 
the merit of the Harmoniſts—the Chriſtian 
world is furely much obliged to them for 
their elaborate performances, and ' pray if 
to the learned Biſhop of Waterſord, who has, 
I think, nearly exhanſted the ſubject.

= The foregoing arrangement would make the 
whole duration of our Lord's publick miniſtry 
two complete years. Commentators, however, 
are much divided upon this point. Some al- 
low three years or more, making the feaſt, 
John 5. 1. a paſſoyer: but from concurring 
eircumſtances, others think it rather the 
entecoſt, ſucceeding the firſt paſſover, and 
aye endeavoured to prove, that the tranſ- 
actions of our Lord in Judea, John 4. and 
his two circuits in Galilee, Mat. 4. and 8. 
Mark I,and 2, may: be. compriſed in the 

interval of thoſe feſtivalss. 

Dr. Prieſtly, following Mann, and other 
authors, confines the whole to one year, ſup- 


poſing 
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poſing John 6. 4. to be an interpolation, and 
the chapter out of its proper place. The 
authorities in this caſe from manuſcripts, and 


other verſions, will ſcarcely be found ſuffi- 
cient toeſtabliſh his opinion, or make it gene-

I am at preſent lifpoſed to admit of three

9.) muſt 
neceſſarily follow the call of Matthew, and 
therefore points out the place where the 
5th. chapter of John ſhould be inſerted, 
rendering it more than probable that the feaſt, 
mentioned in the iſt verſe of that chapter, 
was a paſſover ot the pentecoſt ſucceeding it. 
As it appears from hence, that Mark 
and Luke, eſpecially the former, paſs over in 
ſilence almoſt the whole firſt year of our 
Saviour's publick miniſtration, mentioning 
only a few incidents at the concluſion of it, 
Matthew's account therefore commences half 
a year or more before theirs, and immediately 
ſucceeds John, chap. 4. proceeding to relate 
that Jeſus in a circuit about all Galilee, healed 
every diſeaſe and infirmity throughout the 
Cities, taught in the ſynagogues, and preach- 
ed to an innumerable concourſe of people. 
A more regular and connected ſeries of 
the ſubſequent incidents, and other probable 
reaſons might be adduced for thus extending 
the firſt part of Matthew's goſpel: which if 
we were allowed to admit, the objections 
(preface, p. 6, 7.) againſt the arrangement 
and mode of harmoniſing generally adopted, 
would be. removed, and a ſufficient length 
of time allotted to the tranſactions during 
our Lord's firſt journey throughout Galilee, 
An eaſy and uniform diſtribution of the

of water and ſpirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. That which is born 
of the Rel is fleſh, and that which is born 
of the ſpirit is ſpirit. Marvel not that I 


ſaid to thee, ye muſt be born again. The 


wind bloweth where it liſteth, and thou 
heareſt its voice, yet thou knoweſt not 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth, fo 
1s every one that is born of the ſpirit. Nico- 


demus anſwered and ſaid unto him, How 


can theſe things be? Jeſus anſwered and faid 
unto him, Art thou a teacher of Iſrael, and 
knoweſt not theſe things ? Verily, verily, I 
fay unto thee, we ſpeak that we do know, 
and teſtify that we have ſeen, and ye receive 
not our witneſs. If I have told you earthly 


things, and ye believe not, how ſhall ye be- 


lieve if I tell you heavenly things? 'For no 
man hath aſcended into eee, except he 
who came down from heaven, even the Son 
of Man, who was in heaven. And as Moſes 
lifted up the ſerpent in the wilderneſs, even 
ſo muſt the Son of Man be lifted up, that 
whoſoever believeth in him may not periſh, 
but have eternal life. For God ſo loved the 


world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 


that whoſoever believeth on him might not 
periſh, but have everlaſting life; for God ſent 


not his Son into the world to judge the 


world, 
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world, but that the world through him John 3. 
might be ſaved. He that believeth on him 18. 


is not judged, but he that believeth not is 
judged already, becauſe he hath not believed 
in the name of the only begotten Son of God. 
And this is the judgment, * that light is come 
into the world, and men loved darkneſs rather 
than light, becauſe their deeds were evil: for 
every one that doeth evil hateth the light, 
neither cometh unto the light, leſt his deeds 
ſhould be reproved. But he who doeth truth 
cometh unto the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifeſt that they are wrought in God. 
After theſe things came Jeſus and his diſ- 
ciples into the land of Judea, and there he 
tarried with them, and baptized. John 
was alſo baptizing in Enon, near to Salem, 
becauſe there was much water there ; and 
they came to him, and were baptized, for 
John was not yet caſt into priſon. Then 
there aroſe a queſtion between ſome of 
John's diſciples and the Jews, about purify- 
ing; and they came unto John, and ſaid to 
him, Rabbi, he who was with thee beyond 
Jordan, to whom thou didſt bear witneſs, 
behold he alſo baptizeth, and all come unto 
him. John anſwered and faid, A man can 
receive nothing, 2 it be given him 
from heaven. Ye yourſelves bear me witneſs, 
that I ſaid I am not the Chriſt, but that I am 
ſent before him. He that hath the bride is 
the bridegroom, but the friend of the bride-

John 3. groom, who ſtandeth and heareth him, re-

He that hath receiv- 
ed his teſtimony, hath ſealed it that God is 
true: for he whom God hath ſent ſpeaketh

When, therefore, the Lord knew how the 
Phariſees had heard that {Jeſus made and 
baptized more diſciples than John, (though

Now he muſt go thither through Samaria, 
and cometh therefore to a city of Samaria, 
called Sichar, near to the parcel of ground 
which Jacob gave to his ſon Joſeph; and a 
well of Jacob's was there. Jeſus, therefore, 
being wearied with his journey, ſat down to 
reſt at the well; and it was about the ſixth 
hour. There cometh a woman of Samaria 


to draw water ; Jeſus faith to her, Give 15

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to drink (for his diſciples were gone away John 4. 
unto the city to buy meat). Then ſaith the 7 
woman of Samaria to him, How is it that 
thou, being a Jew, aſkeſt to drink of me, 
who am a woman of Samaria? (for the Jews 


have no intercourſe with the Samaritans) 
Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to her, If thou knew- 


eſt the gift of God, and who it is that faith 
unto thee, Give me to drink, thou wouldſt 
have aſked of him, and he would have given 
thee living water, The woman faith to him, 
Sir, thou haſt not a veſſel to draw with, and 
the well is deep: from whence then haſt thou 
that living water? Art thou greater than our 

father Jacob, who gave us the well; and 
drank thereof himſelf, and his ſons, and his 
cattle? Jeſus anſwered and faid to her, 
Whoſoever drinketh of this water ſhall thirſt 
again, but whoſoever drinketh of the water 
that I ſhall give him ſhall not thirſt for. ever. 
But the water which I ſhall give him, ſhall 
become in him a fountain of water, ſpring- 
ing up unto everlaſting life. The woman 
faith unto him, Sir, Give me this water that 
I may not thirſt, neither come hither to draw. 
Jeſus faith to her, Go, call thy huſband, and 
come hither. The woman anſwered and ſaid, 
J have no huſband.” Jeſus ſaith to her, Thou 
haſt well ſaid, I have no huſband, for thou 
haſt had five huſbands, and he whom thou 
now haſt is not thy huſband; in that ſaidſt 

thou truly. The woman faith to him, Sir, I 14 

perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers 
C worſhip- 


John 4. worſhipped in this mountain; and ye ſay, that

in ſeruſalem is the place where men ought to 


worſhip. Jeſus faith to her, Woman, be- 
lieve me, the hour cometh, when ye hall 
neither in this mountain; nor yet at Jeruſalem 
worſhip the Father: ye worſhip what ye 
know not, we worſhip what we know, for 
falvation is'of the Jews. But the hour cometh, 
and now is, when the true worſhi ppers ſhall 
worſhip the Father in ſpirit ad in truth, 
for the Father ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him. 
God is a ſpirit, and they that worſhip him, 


muſt Wor np him in ſpirit and in truth. 


The woman faith to him, I know that 
Meſſias cometh, he who is called Chriſt: 
when he is come, he will tell us all things. 
88 to her, I that ſpeak to thee 
am he. And upon this came his diſciples,

do the will of him that ſent me, and to John 4. 


finiſh his work. Say not ye, there are yet 
four months, and then cometh harveſt. Be- 
hold, I ſay unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields, that they are white 
already for harveſt: and he that reapeth re- 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he that ſoweth and he 
that reapeth may rejoice together. For 
herein that ſaying is true, One ſoweth, an- 
other reapeth: I ſent you to reap. that where- 
on ye beſtowed no labour; others have 
laboured, and ye are entered into their labour. 
And many of the Samaritans of that city be- 
lieved on him, for the ſaying of the woman, 
who teſtified, He told me all that ever I did. 
So when the Samaritans were eome unto him, 
they beſought him to tarry with them, and 
he abode there two days. And many more 
believed becauſe of his own word; and ſaid 
to the woman, Now we believe, not becauſe 
of thy ſaying, for we have heard him our- 
ſelves, and know that this is indeed the 
Chriſt, the Saviour of the world. 

Now after the two days he departed 
thence, and went into Galilee; and when he 
was come thither, the Galileans received him, 
having ſeen all the things that he did at Je- 
ruſalem, at the feaſt; for they alſo went unto 
the feaſt. So Jeſus came again unto Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine, 
And there was a certain nobleman, whoſe ſon 


was fick at Capernaum: he, hearing that 
8 SS. - 1 
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John 4. Jeſus was come out of Judea into Galilee,

went unto him, and beſought him that he 
would come down and heal his ſon, for he 
was at the point of death. Then ſaid Jeſus 
unto him, Except ye ſee ſigns and wonders 
ye will not believe. The nobleman faith 


unto him, Lord, come down 'ere my child 


die. Jeſus faith to him, Go thy way, thy 
ſon liveth ; and the man believed the word 
that Jeſus had ſpoken to him, and he went 
his way. And as he was now going down his 


ſervants met him, and told him, ſaying, 


Thy ſon liveth: then inquired he of them 
the hour when he began to amend ; and they 

faid unto him, Yeſterday, at the ſeventh Kee 
the fever left him. So the father knew that 


it was at that ſame hour in which Jeſus ſaid 


unto him, Thy ſon liveth ; and himſelf be- 
lieved, and his whole houfe. 
This is again the ſecond miracle that Jeſus 
did coming « out of Judea into Galilee.

JESUS begins his Miniſtry in Galilee. Is 
expelled from Nazareth. Goes to Caper- 
naum, and afterwards through all Galilee, 
performing many Miracles. Attends a feaſt ' 
at Jeruſalem, . T0 


OW after that John was put in priſon, Mart. 4. 
Jeſus being come in the power of 12. 
the Spirit into Galilee, began to preach the Mark 1. 

goſpel of the kingdom of God, and to ſay, . 

The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of 
God is at hand : repent ye, and believe the 
goſpel. | | 

And he taught in their ſynagogues, being 
glorified of all, and there went out a fame of 
him through all the region round about. 

And he came to Nazareth, where he had Luke 4. 
been brought up: and as his cuſtom was, he 16, 
went into the ſynagogue on the ſabbath day, 
and ſtood up to read. And there was delivered 
unto. him the book of the prophet Eſaias, 
and unfolding the book, he found the gow f 
where it is written, The Spirit of the Lord r@iah 1 
is upon me, becauſe he hath anointed me to. 
preach good tidings to the poor, he hath ſent 
me to heal the broken-hearted, to proclaim 
deliverance ta the captives, and to the blind 
recovery of ſight, to ſet at liberty them that 
are bruiſed, to proclaim the acceptable year 
5 TS of 
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Luke4. of the Lord.” And having folded up the book,

he gave it again to the miniſter, and ſat down: 
and the eyes of all in the ſynagogue were 
faſtened on him. And he began to ſay unto 
them, To- day is this ſcripture fulfilled 


in your ears; and all bare him witneſs, and 


wondered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth; and they faid, Is 
not this Joſeph's ſon? And he faid unto 
them, Ye will ſurely ſay unto me this 


proverb, Phyſician, heal thyſelf ; whatſoever 


we have heard done in Capernaum, do alſo 


here in thy country; and he faid, Verily J 


ſay unto you, No prophet is accepted in his 
own country; but tell you of a truth, man 

widows were in Iſrael in the days of Elias, 
when the heaven was ſhut up three years 


and fix months, whence great famine was 
throughout all the land: but unto none of 


them was Elias ſent, faye unto Sarepta, a 
city of Sidon, unto a woman that was a 
widow. And many lepers were in Iſrael in 
the time of Eliſeus the prophet, yet none of 
them was cleanſed, faving Naaman the 8y- 
rian. And all they in the ſynagogue, when 
they heard theſe things, were filled with 


wrath, and riſing up, they thruſt him out 
- of the city, and led him unto the brow 


of the hill, whereon their city was built, 
that they might caft him down headlong : 
but he, paſſing through the midſt of them,

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Now, as he walked by the ſea of Galilee, Mark t. 
he ſaw Simon and Andrew his brother caſt. 16. 


ing a net into the ſea, for they were fiſhers ; 
and Jeſus ſaid unto them, Come ye after me, 
and I will make you to become fiſhers of 
men; and ſtraightway, forſaking their nets, 
they followed him. And when he had gone 
a little farther thence, he ſaw Janes the ſon 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who alſa 
were in the ſhip mending their nets; and 
ſtraightway he called them ; and they, leay- 
ing their father Zebedee in the ſhip with the 
hired ſervants, followed after him; and they 


went with Jeſus, and dwelt in Capernaum, Mat. 4, 
which is upon the ſea-coaſt, in the borders of 13. 


Zebulon and Nephthalim, that it might be 


fulfilled which was ſpoken by Efaias the Iſaiah . 
prophet, ſaying, A The land of Zebulon, the bs 3. 


land of Nephthalim, by way of the ſea, be- 
yond Jordan, the Galilee of the Gentiles, 
the people fitting in darkneſs ſaw a great 
light, and to them who fat in the region and 
ſhadow of death, light is ſprung up.“ 

And on the ſabbath day, entering into the 
ſynagogue, he taught, and they were aſtopiſh, 
ed at his doctrine, for he taught them as one 
having authority, and not as the Scribes, 
And there was in their ſynagogue à man 
who had a ſpirit of an unclean demon, and 
be cried out with a loud voice, ſaying, Let 
us alone: what haye we to do with thee, 
Jeſus of Nazareth, Art thou come to deſtroy 
us? I know thee, who _—_ art, The Holy *

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of God. And Jeſus rebuked him, ſaying 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. And 
the unclean ſpirit having torn him, and cried 


out with a loud voice, came out of him, and 


hurt him not. And they were all amazed, 


inſomuch that they queſtioned among them- 


ſelves, ſaying, What is this? what new doc- 
trine is this? for with authority commandeth 
he even the unclean ſpirits, and they do obey 


him? And immediately his fame ſpread abroad 


throughout all the region round about Gali- 
lee. And forthwith coming out of the ſyna- 
gogue, they entered into the houſe of Simon 
and Andrew, with James and John. But 
Simon's wife's mother lay fick of a fever, 
and they tell him concerning her: and 


.he came, and ſtanding over her, took her 


by the hand, and lift her up, and rebuked 
the fever; and immediately the fever left 
her, and ſhe miniſtered unto them. 

And at even, when the ſun did ſet, they 
brought unto him all that were diſeaſed, 
and them that were poſſeſſed with demons. 
And all the city was gathered together at 


the door, and he laid his hands on every 


one of them, and healed them. And de- 
mons alſo came out of many, crying out 
and ſaying, Thou art Chriſt the Son of 
God: but he, rebuking them, ſuffered them 
not to ſpeak, becauſe they knew him to be 


And 
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And in the morning, riſing up before it Mark 1, 


was yet day, he went out and departed into 35: 


a deſart place, and there prayed. And Simon Luke 4. 
and the multitude followed after him; and 4** 


when they had found him, they ſtayed him 


that he ſhould not depart from them, ſaying, 
All men ſeek for thee. And he faid unto 
them, I muſt preach the kingdom of God to 
other cities alſo: for therefore am I ſent, - 
And he preached in the ſynagogues through- 
out all Galilee, and caſt out demons. 


And it came to paſs, that as the people preſ- Luke g. 
ſed upon him to hear the word of God, het. 


ſtood by the lake of Genneſareth, and ſaw two 
ſhips ſtanding by the lake ; but the fiſhermen 
were gone out of them, and were waſhing 
their nets. And entering into one of the 
ſhips, which was Simon's, he prayed him to 
draw off a little from the land : and fitting 
down, he taught the people out of the ſhip. 
Now, when he had ceaſed ſpeaking, he ſaid 


unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, and 


let down your nets for a draught: and 
Simon anſwering ſaid to him, Maſter, we 
have toiled all the night, and have taken no- 
thing, nevertheleſs at thy word I will let 
down the net. And having done this, they 
incloſed a great multitude of fiſhes, and their 
net brake, and they beckoned to their part- 
ners in the other ſhip that they ſhould come 


and help them, and they came and filled 
both the ſhips, ſo that they were ready to 


fink. When Simon Peter ſaw. it he fell down . 


at 
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Lukes. at the knees of Jeſus, faying, Depart from 
9- me, for I am a finful man, O Lord; for he 


was aſtoniſhed, and all that were with him 
at the draught of fiſhes which they had 
taken, and fo was alſo James and John the 
ſons of Zebedee, who were partners with 
Simon, And Jeſus ſaid unta Simon, Fear 
not, from henceforth thou ſhalt catch men *. 
And when they had brought their ſhips to 
land, they forſook all and followed him. 
1 5 And it came to paſs, when he was in a 
certain city, behald, a man full of. leproſy, 
who, feeing Jeſus, fell on his face, and be- 
(ought him, faying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou 
canſt make me clean. And Jeſus, moved 
with compaſſion, put forth his hand and 
touched him, ſaying, I will, he thou clean; 
and as ſoon as he had ſpoken, immediately the 
leproſy departed from him, and he was 
cleanſed. And he ſtrictly oharged him to tell 
nothing to no man, But go thy way, ſhew 
Levit. 13. thyſelf to the prieſt, and offer for thy eleanſ- 
. * ing thoſe things which Moſes commanded, 
for a teſtimony to them. But he went out, 
and began to publiſh it much, and report 
the matter every where, inſomuch that

heal them; and he preached the word unto 
them. And they came unto him, bringing

went upon the houſe- top, and uncovered the

There were certain of the Phariſees and 
teachers of the law, and of the Scribes 
fitting by, who were come out of every 
town of Galilee, and Judea, and Jeruſalem; 
and they began to reaſon in their hearts, 
ſaying, Who is this that ſpeaketh blaſphe- 
mies ? who can forgive figs, except =

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Luke g. alone? And immediately Jeſus perceiving in 
19. his Spirit, that they ſo reaſoned within 
themſelves, he faid unto them, Why reaſon 
' theſe things in your hearts? Whether 
is it eaſier to ſay to the lick of the palſy, Thy 
fins be forgiven thee, or to ſay, Ariſe, and 
take up thy bed and walk? But that ye may 
know that the Son of Man hath power upon 
earth to forgive ſins (he faith to the ſick of 
the palſy) I ſay unto thee, Ariſe, and take up 
thy bed, and go thy way unto thine houſe. 
And immediately he aroſe, and taking 
up the couch, went forth before them all, 
glorifying God. And they were all amazed,

but finners to repentance. And the diſciples of 
John and of the Phariſees uſed to fait, and 
they come and fay to him, Why do the dif 
ciples of John faſt often and make prayers, 
but thine eat and drink? And Jeſus faid to 
them, Can ye make the children of the 
bride-chamber to faſt whilſt the bridegroom 
is with them? As long as they have the 
bridegroom with them they cannot faſt ; but 
the days ſhall come when the bridegroom 
ſhall. be taken away from them, and then 
ſhall they faſt in thoſe days. He ſpake alſo 
arable unto them, No man ſeweth a piece 
of new cloth on an old garment, if other- 
wiſe, the new piece agreeth not with the old, 
or maketh a rent worſe than before.

Afterwards Jeſus findeth him in the temple, 
and faith to him, Behold, thou art made whole, 
fin no more, teſt a worſe thing come unto thee, 
The man departed and told the Jews that it 
was Jeſus who had made him whole: and 
therefore did * Jews perſecute Jeſus, and 
fought to ſlay him, becauſe he _ done 
theſe things on the ſabbath day.

Neither doth the Father 
Judge any man, but hath committed 1 
judg- 
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* 5: judgment to the Son, that all ſhould honour 


the Son even as they honour the Father: 
he that honoureth not the Son, honoureth 
not the Father who hath ſent him. Verily, 
verily, I fay unto you, he that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that ſent me 
hath everlaſting life, and ſhall not come into 
judgment, but is paſſed from death into life. 
Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, the hour 
cometh, and now is, when the dead ſhall hear 
the voice of the Son of God, and they that 
hear ſhall live: for as the Father hath life in 
himſelf, ſo hath he given likewiſe to the Son 
to have life in himſelf; and hath given him 
authority to execute judgment alſo, becauſe 
he is the Son of Man. Marvel not at this, for 
the hour cometh, in the which all that are in 
the graves ſhall hear his voice, and ſhall come 
forth: they that have done good unto the 
reſurrection of life, and they that have done 
evil unto the reſurrection of judgment. I 
can of mine own ſelf do nothing. As I 
hear I judge, and. my judgment is juſt, be- 
cauſe I ſeek not mine own will, but the will 
of the Father who hath ſent me.

there is another that beareth witneſs of me, 
and I know that the witneſs which he wit- 
neſſeth concerning me is true.

I receive not teſtimony from man, but theſe. 
things I fay, that ye might be ſaved. He

I am come in my Father's name, and 
ye receive me not; if another ſhall come in 
his own name, him ye will receive : how 
can ye believe who receive honour one of an- 
other, and ſeek not the honour that cometh 
from God only? Do not think that I will 
accuſe you to the Father: there is one that 
accuſeth you, even Moſes, in whom ye truſt: 
for had ye believed Moſes, ye would have 
believed me, for he wrote of me: but if ye 
believe not his writings, how ſhall ye believe 
my words?

When they. that fed® the ſwine faw what 
was done, they fled, and carried the tidings 


into the city, and into the fields; and they

his feet, clothed, and in his right mind: 


and they were afraid. They alſo that ſaw the 
matter, told. them how it peel to him that 


had the legion,” and concerning the hogs.

to depart from their borders, for they were 
10 with great fear. And he went up into 
the ſhip, = returned back again, and the 
man beſought him that he might be with

the Lord bath done for thee, and hath had 
compaſſion on thee. 5 | 


And he departed, and began to publiſh in Mark 5. 


Decapolis, how great things Jeſus did to him, 21. 
and all marvelled. | - 


And when Jeſus was paſſed over again Lukes, 
in the ſhip to the other fide, the people 40. 


ladly received him, for they were waiting for 
bim : and he was nigh unto the ſea, and be- 
hold there cometh one of the rulers of the 
ſynagogue, by name Jairus, who ſeeing him, 
fell at his feet, and beſought him greatly, 
faying, My little daughter lieth at the point 
of death; O come, and lay thy hands upon 
her, that ſhe may be healed, and ſhe ſhall 
live. For he had only this one child, about 
twelve years of age. And Jeſus went with 
him, and much people followed, and throng- 
ed him. ei | 

And a certain: woman, who had an iſſue of 
blood twelve years, and had ſuffered much of 
many phyſicians, and had ſpent all ſhe was 
poſſeſſed of, and was nothing profited, but 
rather grew worſe, when ſhe had heard of 
Jeſus, came in the croud behind, and 
touched the border of his garment; for ſhe 
faid; that if I may but touch his garments, I 
ſhall be ſaved: and inſtantly the fountain of 
her blood was dried up, and ſhe felt in her 
body that ſhe was healed of that plague. 
And Jeſus immediately knowing in himſelf 
that virtue had gone out of him, tut ned 
about, in the croud, and ſaid, Who

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Mark 5. ed my clothes? And when all denied, his

diſciples ſaid to him, Thou ſeeſt the multi- 


tude preſſing upon thee, and doſt thou ſay, 


Who touched me? And he looked round 
about to ſee her that had done this thing: 
but the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, and that ſhe 
was not hid, came and fell down before him, 


and told him all the truth. And he ſaid to 


her, Daughter, Be of good comfort, thy 
faith hath ſaved thee, go in peace, and be 


whole of thy plague. 


While he was yet ſpeaking, there came 


from the ruler of the ſynagogue certain who 


ſaid, Thy daughter is dead, why troubleſt 
thou the teacher any further? As ſoon as 
Jeſus heard the word that was ſpoken, he 
faith unto the ruler of the ſynagogue, Be 
not afraid, only believe, and ſhe ſhall be 
faved. And he ſuffered no man to follow him, 
fave Peter, and James, and John the brother 
of James. And he cometh unto the houſe 


of the ruler of the ſynagogue, and ſeeth 
the tumult, -and them 9 


wept and wailed 
er And entering in, he faith to them, 

hy are ye in diſorder, and. weep? The 
damſel is not dead, but ſleepeth: and they 
laughed him to ſcorn, knowing that the was 
dead. But when be had put them all out, 
he taketh the father and the mother of the 
damſel, and them that were with him, and 


he took her by the hand, and ſaith to her, Mark g. 
Talitha koumi, which is, being interpret- 40. 
ed, Damſel, I ſay unto thee, Ariſe. And 
ſtraightway her ſpirit came again, and ſhe 
roſe and walked. And they were aſtoniſhed 
with great aſtoniſhment. And he command- 
ed that ſomething ſhould be given her to eat, 
and charged them ſtraightly that no man 
ſhould know it. | 
As Jeſus departed thence, two blind men Mat. g. 
followed him, crying out, and ſaying, O Son 27. 
of David, have mercy on us: and when he 
was come into the houſe, the blind men 
came unto him: and Jeſus ſaith to them, 
Believe ye that I am able to do this? 
They fay to him, Yea, Lord. Then touched 
he their eyes, ſaying, According to your 
faith be it unto you. And their eyes were 
opened: and Jeſus ſtraightly charged them, 
See that no man know it; but they, going 
out, ſpread abroad his fame in all that land. 
As they went out, behold, they brought 
unto him a dumb man, poſſeſſed with a de- 
mon: and when the demon was caſt out, the 
dumb ſpake, and the multitudes marvelled, 
ſaying, It was never ſo ſeen in Iſrael. But 
the Phariſees ſaid, he caſteth out demons 
through the prince of the demons. 
And he departed thence, and came into his Mark 6, 
own country; and his diſciples follow him. 1. 
And when the ſabbath-day was come, he 


began to teach in the ſynagogue; and many

35. villages, teaching in their ſynagogues,

among the people.

But when he ſaw the multitudes, he was Mat. 9. 
moved with compaſſion on them, becauſe 36. 


they * fainted, and were ſcattered abroad as 
ſheep having no ſhepherd, Then faith%he 
unto his diſciples, The harveſt truly is 
plenteous, but the labourers are few: pray 
ye, therefore, the lord of the harveſt, that he 
will fend forth labourers into his harveſt. 


And calling unto him the twelve, he gave Mat. 
them power over unclean ſpirits, to caſt 10. 1. 


them out, and to heal every diſeaſe, and every 
infirmity: and he ſent them forth by two 
and two, and commanded them, ſaying. Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, and into a 
city of the Samaritans enter ye not; but go 
rather to the loſt ſheep of the houſe of Il. 
rael; and as. ye go, preach, ſaying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal the ſick, 
cleanſe the lepers, raiſe the dead, caſt out 
demons : freely ye have received, freely 
give. Provide neither gold nor ſilver nor 
braſs in your girdles, nor ſerip for your 
journey, neither two coats, nor ſandals, nor 
yet ſtaves. For the labourer is worthy of 
bis meat. e 7.9 ; a 


Into whatſoever city or village ye ſhall 
enter, inquire who in it is worthy: and there 
remain till ye go thence. When ye enter into 
the houſe, ſalute it; and if the houſe be 


worthy, let your peace come upon it; but if 


| ; ke 5 &7-6pphpu6r00, literally, were ſeattered and caſt

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it be not worthy, let your peace return to 


10. 13. you. And whoſoever ſhall not receive you, 


nog hear your words, when ye depart out 
from that houſe or city, ſhake off the duſt of 
your feet, Verily, I fay unto you, It ſhall 
be more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrha in the day of judgement, than for 
that city. 

Behold, I ſend you forth as ſheep in the 
midſt of wolves, be ye therefore wiſe as ſer- 
pents, and harmleſs as doves. But beware of 
men, for they will deliver you up to the 
councils, and they will ſcourge you in the 
ſynagogues, and ye ſhall be brought before 
governors and kings for my fake, for a teſti- 
mony againſt them and the Gentiles. But 
when they deliver you up, be not anxious 
how or what ye ſhould ſpeak, for it ſhall be 

iven you, in that ſame hour, what ye ſhall 
ſpeak; for it is not ye that ſpeak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which ſpeaketh in you. 
And brother ſhall deliver. up brother to 
death, and the father the ſon ; and children 
ſhall riſe up againſt their parents, and cauſe 
them to be put to death; and ye ſhall be 
hated of all men for my name's fake : but 
he that endureth unto the end ſhall be 
ſaved. But when they perſecute you in this 
ſity, flee ye into wid ha for verily I fay 
unto. you, - ye ſhall not have gone over the 
cities of Iſrael till the Son of Man be come. 
The diſciple is not above the teacher, nor a 
ſervant above his lord: it is enough for the 
8 diſciple 
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diſciple that he be as his teacher, and the Mat. 


ſervant as his lord. If they have called the 10. 
maſter of the houſe Beelzebub, how much 


ſhall they ſo call them of his houſehold ? 
Fear them not, therefore, for there is no- 
thing covered that ſhall not be revealed, or 
hidden that ſhall not be known. What I 
tell you in darkneſs, ſpeak ye in the light; 
and what ye hear in the ear, that declare ye 
upon the houſes. - And fear not them that 
kill the body, but are not able to kill the 
ſoul ; rather fear him who is able to deſtroy 
both ſoul and body in gehenna. Are not 
two ſparrows ſold for a farthing? yet one 
of them ſhall not fall to the ground without 
your Father, But the very hairs of your head 


ſurely of more value than many ſparrows, 
Whoſoever, therefore, ſhall confeſs me be- 
fore men, him will I confeſs alfo before my 
Father who is in heaven: but whoſoever 
ſhall deny me before men, him will I alfo 
deny before my Father who is in heaven. 
Think not I am come to ſend peace on the 
earth; I came not to ſend peace, but the 
ſword. For I came to ſet a man' at variance 
againſt his father, and the daughter againſt 
her mother, and the bride againſt her 
mother-in-law; and a man's foes .ſhall be 
they of his own houſehold, _ 1 

He that loveth father and mother more than 


me, is not worthy of me: and he that Toyeth 


ſon or daughter more than me, is not worthy 
| ES... of 


are numbered ; fear ye not, therefore, ye are

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of 'me: and he that taketh not his croſs, and 


followeth after me, is not worthy of me. 
He that findeth his life ſhall loſe it ; and he 


that loſeth his life, for my fake, ſhall find it. 


He that receiveth you, receiveth me; and 
he that receiveth me, receiveth him that ſent 
me. He that receiveth a prophet in the 
name of a prophet, ſhall obtain a prophet's 
reward: and he that receiveth a righteous 
man in the name of 4 righteous man, ſhall 
obtain a righteous man's reward. And who- 
ſoever ſhall give to drink unto. one. of theſe 
little ones a cup of cold water only, in the 
name of a diſciple, verily, I ſay unto you, 
he ſhall in no wiſe loſe his reward. 

And it came to paſs, when Jeſus had made 
an end of commanding his twelve diſci les, 
he departed thence to preach and Ka in 
their cities. The diſciples alſo went out, 
and preached repentance, and they caſt out 


many demons, and anointing with oil ſavy 


ſick perſons, healed them. 

Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that 
was done by ſeſus, for his name was ſpread 
9. abroad; and he was perplexed, and ſought 
to ſee him, faying, John I have beheaded, 
but who is this concerning whom 1 hear 


ſuch things ? Some faid, That it is Elias; 


others ſaid, That it is a prophet, or as one of 
the prophets. But Herod, having heard them, 
faid, Surely this is John, whom I beheaded ; 


he is riſen from the dead, and therefore mighty 


works ſhew therlelves forth in him. For 
Herod 
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Herod himſelf had ſent forth and laid hold on Mark 6. 
John, and bound him in priſon, on account 17. 
of Herodias, the wife of his brother Philip, 
becauſe he had married her. For John had 
faid unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee 
to have thy brother's wife. But Herodias 
bore hatred to him, and would have killed 
him: but ſhe could not prevail, for Herod 
ſtood in awe of John, knowing him to be 
a man upright and holy: and he preſerved 
him, and heard him gladly, and did many 
things by his counſel. Now there was a 
day of rejoicing,“ when Herod, | on his 
birth-day, made a ſupper for his lords, 
high captains, and chief eſtates of Galilee, 
And the daughter of Herodias herſelf came 
in, and danced: and having pleaſed Herod, 
and them that feaſted with him, the king 
ſaid unto the maid,” Aſk of me whatſoever 
thou wilt, and I will give it thee; and he 
ſware unto her, Whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of 
me, I will give it thee, even to the half of 
my kingdom. And ſhe went forth, and ſaid 
to her mother, What ſhall I aſk ? And ſhe 
ſaid, The head of John the Baptiſt. And 
coming in ſtraightway, with haſte, unto the 
king, the aſked, faying, I will that thou 
give me inſtantly, in a charger, the head of 
John the Baptiſt. And the king was ex- 
ceeding ſorry, yet on account of his oath,

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 Mark6, and of them that fat with him, he would 
not reject her; and immediately the king 


ſent an executioner, and commanded his hea 

to be brought; and he went and behead- 
ed John in priſon, and brought his head 
upon a charger, and gave it to the maiden, 


and the maid gave it to her mother. And his 


diſciples, having heard thereof, came and 
took away his body, and laid it in a ſepul- 


chre, and brought the tidings to Jeſus. 


And the apoſtles gathered themſelves wo. 
gether unto Jeſus, and told him all things, 
both what they had done, and what they had 


taught, And he ſaid unto them, Come ye 


yourſelves,” apart into a deſert place, and reſt 
a while; for there were many coming and 
going, and they had no leiſure, fo much as 


to eat. And they departed by ſhip, privately, 
into a deſert place of the city Bethſaida: and 


the multitude ſaw them withdrawing, and 
many knew him; and ran on foot thither out 
of all the cities, and outwent them, and 
came together unto him, :

hand; Jeſus, therefore, being come out, lift

And the day being now far ſpent, his 
diſciples 'came unto him, and faid, This is 
a deſert place, and it is now a late hour, 
diſmiſs them, that they may go into the fields 
and villages round about, and buy themſelves 
bread. Fle anſwered, and ſaid unto them, 
They need not depart, Give ye them bread to 
eat. This he faid to prove them, for he 
himſelf knew what he was about to do. 
Philip anſwered him, Two hundred penny- 


worth * of bread is not ſufficient for them; * Dena 


that every one of them may take a little. 
He faith then, How much bread have ye? 
Go and ſee. One of his diſciples, Andrew, 
Simon Peter's brother, ſaid unto him, 
There is a lad here, who hath five barley 
loaves, / and two ſmall fiſhes; but what are 
they among ſo many? And Jeſus faid, 
Make ye the men fit down by companies 
on the green graſs, And they fat down, in 
ranks, -by hundreds and by fifties. And 
when he had taken the five loaves and the 
two fiſhes, he looked up to heaven, and bleſ- 
ſed, and brake the loaves, and gave them to 
his diſciples, and the diſciples to' the multi- 
tude; and the two fiſhes divided he among 
them all. And they did all eat, and were 
filled, Then he faid unto his diſciples, = 

cr 
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John 6. ther up the fragments that remain, that no-

thing 2 loſt. Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baſkets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained after eating. And they that did 


eat of the loaves were about five thouſand 


men, beſides women and children. Then 
theſe men, when they had ſeen the miracle 
that Jeſus did, ſaid, Of a truth this is the 
prophet that ſhould come into the world. 


Jeſus, therefore, perceiving that they were 
about to come and take him by force to 
make him king, ſtraightway he conſtrained 
his diſciples to get into the ſhip, and to go 


before unto the other ſide towards Caper- 
naum, while he ſent the people away; and 


when he had ſent them away, he departed 


into a mountain to pray himſelf alone. 
And it grew now dark, and the ſhip was in 


the midſt of the ſea, nor was Jeſus come 


unto them. And the ſea aroſe, by reaſon of

cheer, it is I, fear not, And Peter anſwered, 


a great wind that blew, and he ſaw them 
toiling in rowing, for the wind was con- 
trary unto, them. So when they had rowed 
twenty or thirty furlongs, "Jeſus went unto 
them, about the fourth watch of the night, 
walking on the ſea, as if he would have 
aſſed by them. And when the diſciples ſaw 
im walking upon the ſea, they were 
troubled, ſaying, It is a ſpirit; and they cried 
out for fear, and immediately Jeſus talked 
with them, and faid unto them, Be of good

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and ſaid, Lord, if it be thou, bid me come Matzl6| 


unto thee on the water. He ſaid, Come. And 14: 282 


Peter, coming down from the ſhip, walked 
on the water unto Jeſus; but when he ſaw 
the wind boiſterous, he was afraid, and 
beginning to fink in the ſea, he cried, ſay- 
ing, Lord, fave me, or I periſh. And im- 
mediately Jeſus, ſtretching out his hand, 
caught him, and faith to him, O thou of 
little faith, wherefore didſt thou doubt? 
And when they were come into the ſhip, 
the wind ceaſed : then thoſe that were in 

ſhip were amazed in themſelves beyond 


meaſure, and marvelled, not conſidering the 


miracle of the loaves, for their heart was 
hardened : and they came and worſhipped 


him, faying, Of a truth thou art the Son 


of God; and immediately the ſhip was at 
the land of Genneſareth, whither they were 
bound. | 


And ſtraightway the ef knew him, Mark 6. 
and ran through the whole region round 54. 


about, and began to carry about in 


thoſe that were ſick, where they heard he was. 


And whitherſoever he entered, into villages, 
or cities, or country, they laid their ſick in 
the market- places, and beſought him, that 
they might touch even the border of his 


rment; and as many as touched him were

Ihe day following, when the people, who 
ſtood on the other fide of the ſea, faw that 
there was none other boat there, ſave that one

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John 6. whereinto his diſciples had entered, and that 
234 - Jeſus went not with them into the boat, but 
tte diſciples were gone away alone; howbeit, 
there came other boats from Tiberias, near 

unto the place where they did eat bread, 

after that the Lord had given thanks. When 

the people, therefore, ſaw that Jeſus was 

not there, neither his diſciples, they alſo 

took ſhipping, and came to Capernaum, ſeek» 
ing Jeſus; and having found him on the 
other ſide of the ſea, they faid to him, 
Rabbi, when cameſt thou hither ? Jeſus an- 
ſwered them, and faid, Verily, verily, I ſay 
unto you, ye ſeek me not becauſe ye ſaw the 
miracles, but becauſe ye did eat of the 
loaves, and were filled. Labour not for the 
meat which periſheth, but for that meat 
which endureth unto everlaſting life, which 

the Son of Man ſhall give unto you : for 

him hath God the Father ſealed. Then faid 

they unto him, What ſhall we do that we 

may work the works of God? Jeſus anſwered, 

and faid to them, This is the work of God, 

that ye believe on him whom he hath ſent. 

They faid, therefore, unto him, What ſign 
ſheweſt thou then, that we may fee and 
believe thee ? what doſt thou work? Our 
fathers did eat manna in the wilderneſs, as 

Palm 78. it is written, He gave them bread from 
wc heaven to eat. Then Jeſus ſaid to them, 
Verily, verily, I ſay unto _ Moſes gave 

you not that bread from heaven, but my 
Father giveth you the true bread from _ 

3 For 


For ahi 8 God is he who „ 6. 
down from the heaven, and giveth life to 33. 
the world. Then ſaid they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. But Jeſus ſaid 

to them, I am the bread of life. He that 
cometh unto me, ſhall never hunger; and 

he that believeth on me, ſhall never thirſt. 
But I faid unto you, That ye alſo have ſeen 
me, and believe not. All that the Father 
giveth me ſhall come to me; and him that 
cometh unto me, will I in no wiſe caſt out. 
I came down from heaven, not to do mine 
own will, but the will of him that ſent me. 
Now this is the will of the Father, who

ſeen the Father. Verily, verily, I ſay unto 


you, he that believeth on me hath everlaſt- 


ing life: I am the bread of life. Your 
fathers did eat manna in the wilderneſs, and 
are dead: ſuch is the bread that cometh” 
down from the heaven, that any one may 
eat thereof, and never die. I am the living 
bread, which came down tfrom heaven; if 
any man eat of this bread he ſhall. live for 


ever: and the bread that I will give, is my 


fleſh, which I will give for the life of the 
world. ee EI nN 
The Jews, therefore, contended amongſt 
themſelves, ſaying, How can this man give 


us his fleſh to eat? Then Jeſus ſaid to them, 


Verily, verily, I fay unto you, Except ye 
eat the fleſh of the Son of Man, and drink 
his blood, ye have no life in you. Whoſo 
eateth my fleſh and drinketh my blood, hath 


eternal life, and I will raiſe him up at the 


laſt day: for my fleſh is meat indeed, and 
my blood indeed is drink. He that eateth 


my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, abideth in 


me, and I in him: as the living Father hath 
ſent me, and I live by the Father, ſo he 
that eateth mé, even he, ſhall live by me: 
Such is the bread that came down from

© Theſe things ſaid he in the ſynagogue, as 

he taught at Capernaum : many, therefore, 
of his diſciples, having heard them, faid, 
This is an hard ſaying; who can hear him ? 
When Jeſus knew in himſelf, that his diſ- 
ciples murmured at it, he faid to them, 
Does this offend you ? what then, if ye mall 
ſee the Son of Man aſcend up where he was 
before? It is the ſpirit that quickeneth ; the 
fleſh profiteth nothing : the words which I 
ſpeak to you, are —— and are life; but there 
are ſome of you that believe not. For Jeſus 
knew, from the beginning, who they were 
that believed not, and who ſhould betray 
him. And he faid, Therefore faid I to you, 
that no man can come unto me, except it 
were given unto him of my Father. 

From that time many of his diſciples went 
back, and walked no more with him. Then 
faid Jeſus to the twelve, Will ye alſo leave 
me? Simon Peter anſwered him, Unto 
whom thall we go? thou haſt the words of 
eternal life. And we believe, and know, 
that thou art the Chriſt, the Son of the liv- 
ing God. Jeſus anſwered them, Have I not 


choſen you twelve, and one of is a 

devil? He ſpake of Judas Tſcariot, the ſon of 

Simon; for he it was that ſhould ab ins

FTER theſe 8 Jeſus walked in 
Galilee, for he would not walk in 
J udea, becauſe the Jews ſought to kill him. 


Mark y. Then gathered unto him the Phariſees, and 


certain of the Scribes, who came from Jeru- 
ſalem, and ſeeing ſome of his diſciples eat 
bread with defiled, that is, with unwaſhen 
hands, they found fault. For the Phariſees, 
and all the Jews, except they waſh their 
hands carefully, eat not, hiding the tradi- 
tion of the elders. And when they come 
from the market, except they waſh, they 
eat not; and many other things there be, 


which they hold from tradition, as the waih- 


ing of cups, of pots, and of brazen veſſels, 
and tables. Then the Phariſees and Scribes 
| aſked him, Why walk not thy diſciples ac- 
cording to the tradition of the elders, but 
eat bread with unwaſhen hands? He anſwered, 


7 * 29. and ſaid to them, Well hath Eſaias prophe- 


fied concerning you, hypocrites, as it is writ- 
ten, This people honoureth me with their 
ups,

lips, but their heart is far from me. How- Mark. 
beit, in vain do they worſhip me, teaching 7- 7- 


for doctrines the ordinances of men. For 
laying aſide, the commandment of God, ye 
hold the tradition-of men, as the waſhing of 
pots, and cups, and many other ſuch like 
things ye do. And he ſaid to them, Well 
ye reje& the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition. For God hath 


commanded, ſaying, Honour thy father and Exod. 20 
thy mother; and whoſo curſeth father or! 4 


mother, let him die the death. But ye ſay, 
If a man ſhall fay to his father or mother 
* Corban, whatſoever advantage thou mayeſt 


* Corban, ſignified any ſacred offering, whether it con- 
fiſted of a ſacrifice, or a gift in money, &c. It was adopted 
by the later Jews, as a proverbial form of vow: thus they 
ſaid, ©* Corban, whatſoever I ſhall eat with thee; which, as 
is the opinion of Rabbi Juda, and R. Meir, in the Miſhna, an 
of Maimonides, in his comment upon it, rendered it ſacri- 
lege for the maker of the vow, and him to whom it was 
made, to eat together, becauſe, by this form, the thing ſo to be 
eaten became a ſacrifice. But nothing was inſtantly con- 
ſecrated by this vow, as moſt commentators have imagined, 
for it could not take place till the two 1 to eat together. 
So in the paſſage before us, if a man ſaid to his parents, 
«© Corban, whatſoever advantage ye ſhall receive of me.” It 
was ſacrilege if he gave afterwards an — for his parents 
uſe ; ' becauſe, by this form, ſuch a gift would then become 
Corban, an holy offeringgdue only to God and the prieſthood, 
The prieſts, however, ſeem to have obtained nothing by the 
vow, unleſs the maker afterwards infringed it, when, what- 
ſoever he gave his parents, became their due, or oy 7 
a prefent of fifty ſhekels to diſcharge a man from the obliga- 
tion of Corban. See Joſeph. Ant. Jud: lib. 4. ch. 4. 

Hence our Saviour taxes the Phariſees with — but 
the abſurdity of their traditions, Which enjoined a ſtrict ob- 
ſervance of ſuch raſh and unnatural vows. See' Miſhna i

And when he was entered into a houſe 
| from the people, his diſciples, coming unto 
Mat, him, faid, Knoweſt thou that the Phariſees 
15. 12. were offended after they heard this ſaying ? 
But he anſwered, and faid, Every plant which 
my heavenly Father hath not planted ſhall 
be rooted up. Let them alone: they be 
blind Teaders of the blind; and if the blind 
lead the blind, both ſhall fall into a pit. 
Then anſwered Peter, and faid unto him, 
Declare unto us this parable. And Jeſus ſaid, 
Are ye alſo yet without underſtanding; com- 
prehend ye not, that whatſoever entereth in 
at the mouth, cannot defile, becauſe it en- 
tereth not into the heart, but into the 
ſtomach, and is caſt out unto the draught, 
leaving pure all the nouriſhment. But chose 
things, which proceed out of the mouth, 
come forth from the heart, and they de- 
file the man. For out of the heart proceed 4 
ev 
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evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, mug» Mark 7, 
ders, thefts, covetouſneſs, wickedneſs, de- 21. 
ceit, wantonneſs, the evil eye, blaſphemy, 
pride, fooliſhnefs. All theſe evil things 
come from within, and defile the man : but 
to eat with unwaſhen hands defileth not a 
man, $ | | 

From thence Jeſus aroſe, and went into 
the borders of Tyre and Sidon, and entered 
into an houſe, and would have no man know 
it; but he could not be hid: for a certain 
woman, whoſe daughter had an unelean 
ſpirit, having heard of him, came and fell 
at his feet, and ſhe beſought him that he 
would caſt forth the demon out of her daugh- 
ter. Now the woman was a Greek, a Syro- 
Phoenician by nation; and though the cried 
untg him, ſaying, Have mercy on me, O Son Mat. 
of David, he anſwered her not a word; and 15. 22, 
his diſciples came, and beſought him, ſaying, 
Send her away, for ſhe crieth after us. But 
he anſwered, and faid, I am not ſent, but to 
the loſt ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael. Then 
came ſhe, and worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, 
help me. . Jeſus anſwering, ſaid to her, Let 
the children firſt bo filled: for it is not meet 
to take the children's hread, and to caſt it to 
the dogs. And ſhe anſwered, and ſaid to him, 
Yea, Lord, yet the dogs under the table cat of 
the children's crumbs. Then Jeſus anſwered, 
and ſaid to her, O woman, great is thy faith; 
for this ſaying, go thy way, be it unto thee 
even as thou deſireſt; the demon is gone out

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Mat. 13. of thy daughter. And when ſhe was come 
28. unto her houſe, ſhe found the demon gone 
out, and her daughter laid upon the bed. is 
Mark 7. Again, departing from the coaſts of Tyre 
31. and Sidon, he came unto the ſea of Galilee, 
through the midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis; 
and went up into a mountain, and fat 
down there; and great multitudes came to 
him, having with them - thoſe that were 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and man 
others, and caſt them down at the feet. of 
Jeſus, and he healed them, inſomuch that 
the multitude wondered, when they ſaw the 
dumb ſpeaking, the maimed whole, the lame 
walking, and the blind ſeeing ; and they 
lorified the God of Iſrael. Then they 
62 to him one that was deaf, and had an 
impediment in his ſpeech, and they beſeech 
him that he would lay his hand upon him. 
And he took him aſide from the multitude, 
and put his finger into his ears, and ſpitting 
pou ry his tongue, and looking up to heaven, 
he ſighed, and faith unto him, Ephphatha, 
that 1s, Be opened; and immediately his ears 
were opened, and the ſtring of his tongue was 
looſed, and he ſpake plain. And he charged 
them that they ſhould tell no one; but the 
more he charged them, ſo much the more 
ſtrongly they publiſhed it. And they were 
beyond meaſure aſtoniſhed, ſaying, He hath 
done all things well; he maketh both the 
deaf to hear, and the dumb to ſpeak, '

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In thoſe days, the multitude being very Mark 8. 


great, and having nothing to eat, Jeſus, call- 1. 


ing unto him his diſciples, faith to them, I 
have compaſſion on the multitude, becauſe 
they have now been with me three days, and 
have nothing to eat; and if. I ſend them 
away faſting to their own houſes, they will 
faint by the way; for divers of them came 
from far. And his diſciples anſwered him, 
From whence can a man fatisfy theſe men 
with bread here in the wilderneſs? And he 
aſked them, How many loaves have ye? They 


faid ſeven, and a few ſmall fiſhes. And he Mar. 
commanded the people to fit down on the 15. 36. 


round. And taking the ſeven loaves and the 
files, he gave thanks, and brake them, and 


gave to his diſciples, and the diſciples to the _ 


multitude, and they did all eat, and were 
filled; and they took up the remainder of 
the fragments, feven baſkets full. Now they 
that did eat were four thouſand men, beſides 
women and children. | Civ oe ine OO 
After he had ſent away the multitude, 
ſtraightway he entered into a ſhip with his 
diſciples, and came unto the parts of Dal- 
manutha, in the borders of Magdala. And the 
\ Phariſees and Sadducees came forth, and 
began to queſtion with him, ſeeking of him 


a ſign from heaven, tempting him. And he Mat. | 


evening, ye ſay, Fair weather, for the ſky is

- And he left them, and departed, with his 
diſciples, in the ſhip to the other fide. Now 
they had forgotten to take bread ; neither 
had they with them in the ſhip more than 
one loaf, And he charged them, ſaying, 


Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Phariſees and Sadducees, and of the lea-

ven of Herod. And they reaſoned among 
themſelves, ſaying, It is becauſe we have 
no bread, When Jeſus knew this, he faith 
to them, Why reaſon ye among yourſelves, 
O ye of little faith, becauſe ye took not 
bread? Perceiye ye not yet, neither under- 
ſtand? Have ye your hearts yet hardened ? 


Having eyes, ſee ye not? Having ears, hear 


e not? And do ye nat remember, when I

| bow many baſkets full of fragments took ye 


up? They fay unto him, Twelve. And 
when the ſeven among four thouſand, how 


many baſkets full of fragments took ye up? 


They anſwered, Seven. And he faid unto 
them, How is it that ye do not perceive, 
that I ſpake not to you concerning bread, 


dat ye ſhould beware of the leaven of the

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Phariſees and Sadducees ? Then they under- Mat. 


ſtood: that he bade them not beware of the 16. 11. 


leaven of bread, but of the doctrine of the 
Phariſees and Sadducees. 


And he cometh to Bethſaidaz and they Marks, 


bring a blind man unto him, and beſought him 22. 


to touch him; and taking the blind man by 
the hand, he led him out of the town; and 


having ſpit. on his eyes, and put his hands 


upon him, he aſked if he ſaw any thing. 
And he looked up, and faid, I ſee men, as 
trees, walking, After that, he 4 his hands 
again on his eyes, and made him look up: 
and he was reſtored, and faw all clearly. And 
he ſent him away unto his houſe, ſaying. 
Neither go into the town, nor tell it to any 
in the town. 

And Jeſus went out with his diſciples unto 


the towns of Ceſarea Philippi; and in the 


way, he aſked them, ſaying, Whom do men hs: 


ſay that I, the Son of Man, am? And they 16 
ſaid, Some, John the Baptiſt; others, Elias; 
and others, Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 


He faith to them, But whom fay ye that I 


am? Simon Peter anſwered, and faid, Thou 
art the Chriſt, the Son of the living God. 
And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto him, 
Bleſſed art thou Simon Bar-Jona; for fleſh 


and blood hath not revealed it to thee, but 


my Father who is in heaven. And I fay 
alſo unto thee, that thou art Peter, and on 


8 this rock 1 will build my Fon and the 
gates

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Mat. gates of hades * ſhall not prevail againſt it. 
16. 18. And I will give to thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven: and whatſoever' thou 
ſhalt bind on earth ſhall be bound in heaven, 
and whatſoever thou ſhalt looſe on earth ſhall 
be looſed in heaven. Then charged he his 
diſciples to tell no man that he was Jeſus, the 
Chriſt. From that time forth Jeſus began to 
ſhew unto his diſciples, that he muſt go 
unto Jeruſalem, and ſuffer many things of 
the elders, and chief- prieſts, and ſcribes, and 
be put to death, and on the third day riſe 
again. Then Peter took him up, and began 
to rebuke him, ſaying, Be it far from thee, 
Lord, this ſhall not be unto thee. But he 
turned, and ſaid to Peter, Get thee behind 


* Hades, is by our tranſlators confounded with the ge- 

Henna or hell; whereas it only ſigniſies in general the ſtate 

of the dead; and from the derivation of the word, may im- 

_ ply an obſcure. region or 1 of darkneſs. Here our Saviour 

Is ſaid to have been after his death, not in hell, as the tranſla- 

tion expreſſes it. St. Paul ſays, God raiſed Him up, hav- 
ing looſed the pains of dead and he would not leave his 

ſoul in hades, neither the fleſh of his holy one to ſee corrup- 
tion.“ The ideas of the ancient Jews concerning hades, 
the ftate or place of the dead, are not very diſtin, and 

ſeem borrowed from a ſtriking ſenſible obje&. their ſepulchral 
vaults, or thoſe vaſt gloomy caverns, hewn in 74 rack, all 
round the ſides of which were niches to receive dead bodies. Of 
this kind ſome yet remain, ſaid to be thoſe of the ancient 
kings. Maundrel. See Ezek. 32. 20. Ifaiah 14. 9. and 
Bp. Louth's comments, However, it is reaſonable to ſup- 
_ poſe that under the general term hades, for the ſtate after 
death were comprehended the gehenna, paradiſe, &c. 2 
particular diſtricts, ſeparated from each other. Luke 23. 26. 
The gates of hades is a poetical expreſſion: thus, Let me 
not ſee the gates of hades, fignifies, Let me not come to death 
or deſtruction. And Homer, II. 11. E bęos e {408 N 
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me, Satan, thou art an offence to me, for Mat. 
thou conſidereſt not the things of God, _ 16. 23, 


thoſe that be of men. 


And when he had called the peo le ants Marks. 
him, with his diſciples, he ſaid to them, If 34. 


any man will come after me, let him deny 
himſelf, and take up his croſs, and follow 
me. For whoſoever will ſave his life ſhall 
loſe it ; but whoſoever will loſe his life, for 


my fake and the goſpel's, the ſame ſhall fave OY 


it. For what is a man profited, if he ſhall 

in the whole world, and loſe his own ſoul? 
or what ſhall a man give in exchange for 
his ſoul? Whoſoever, therefore, ſhall : be 
aſhamed of me and of my words, in this 
adulterous and finful generation, of him 
alſo ſhall the Son of Man be aſhamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of his F ather, with 
his angels: then he will reward every man 
according to his works. Verily, I fay unto 
you, there be ſome ſtanding here, who ſhall 
not taſte of death till they ſee the Son of 
Man coming in his kingdom. | 


It came to paſs, about fix or eight days Mat. 
after theſe ſayings, Jeſus taketh with him 17. 1. 


Peter, and John, and James, and leadeth 
them up unto a high mountain, apart by 
themſelves, to pray: and as he prayed, he 
was 3 before them: al his coun- 
tenance did ſhine as the ſun; and his raiment 
became white and eliſtering, exceeding 
white as ſnow, ſuch as no fuller upon eafth 
can whiten. And, behold, there _

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Mark. with him two men, which were Moſes and 

4+ Elias, who Pp in glory, and ſpake of 
his deceaſe, which he ſhould accompliſh at 

Luke 9. Jeruſalem. Now Peter and they that were 
32. with him were heavy with ſleep; but, be- 
ing awaked, they ſaw his glory, and the two 
men that ſtood with him. And it came to 
Mat. Paſs, as they departed from him, Peter ſaid 
17. 4. unto Jeſus, Maſter, it is good for us to be 

here ; and let us make three tabernacles, one 

for thee, and one for Moſes, and one for 

Elias: not knowing what he ſaid. While 

he yet ſpake, behold a bright cloud came and 

_ overſhadowed them; and lo a voice out of 

the cloud, ſaying, This is my: beloved Son, 

in whom I am well pleaſed, hear ye him, 

And when the diſciples heard: it, they fell on 

their faces, and were ſore afraid. And Jeſus 

came and touched them, and faid, Ariſe, and 

be not afraid; and when they had lifted up 

their eyes, they ſaw no one, ſave Jeſus only, 

with themſelves. As they came down from 

the mountain, he charged them that they 

ſhould tell no man what things they had 

ſeen, until the Son of Man were riſen again 

from the dead. And they kept that ſaying 

within themſelves, queſtioning one with 

the other, What the riſing from the dead 

ſhould mean. And they aſked him, faying, 


Why fay the Scribes that Elias muſt firſt 


come? He anſwered, and told them, Elias 
verily cometh firſt, and reſtoreth all things. 
Now, I &@y unto you, that Elias is already 
EIN | come, 
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come, and they knew him not, but have Markg. 
done unto him whatſoever they liſted, as it 13. 
is written of him. Likewiſe ſhall alſo the 
Son of Man ſuffer of them, and be ſet at 
nought. Then the diſciples underſtood that 
he ſpake unto them concerning John the 
Baptiſt, 
And it came to paſs, on the next day, when Mark q. 
were come down from the hill, he 14. 
came to his diſciples, and faw a great mul- Luke g. 
titude about them, and the Scribes queſtion- 37 
ing with them. And ftraightway all the Mat. 
people, when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and ran to falute him. Then he 
aſked the Scribes, What queſtion ye with 
them? And one of the multitude anſwered, 
and ſaid, Lord, I have brought unto thee my 
ſon, who hath a dumb ſpirit, Have mercy on 
him, for he is my only begotten, and behold 
he is lunatick, and fore vexed, for where- 
ſoever the ſpirit taketh him, it teareth him ; 
and he foameth, and gnaſheth his teeth, and 
ineth away; and it hardly departeth from 
im, bruiſing him: and I ſpake to thy diſ- 
ciples, that they ſhould caſt 1t out, and they 
have not prevailed. Jeſus anſwered, and faid 
to them, O faithleſs and perverſe generation, Mark q. 
How long ſhall I be with you? how long 20. 
ſhall I ſuffer you? Bring thy ſon hither. And 
when he ſaw him, ftraightway the ſpirit 
tare and convulſed him ; and he fell down 
and rolled on the ground, foaming. Jeſus 
alked his father, How long is it ago fince this

the child cried, and ſaid, wi 
Lord, help en mine unbelief. When 


Jeſus ſaw that the people came running to- 
gether, he rebuked the unclean ſpirit, ſay- 


and oft- times it caſteth him into the fire, 


and into the waters, to deſtroy him. But 


if thou art able, have compaſſion on us, and 


help us. Jeſus faith to him, If thou canſt

him by the hand, lifted him up, and he aroſe,

And when he was entered into an houſe,

And Jeſus faid unto them, Becauſe of your

third day, he ſhall riſe again : but they un- 
derſtood not the ſaying, and were afraid to 
alk him. | W 
And he came to Capernaum, and being in 
the houſe, he aſked them, What was it that 
ye diſputed among yourſelves in the way? 
But they held their peace, for they had diſ- 
puted among themſelves, by the way, who 
ſhould be the greateſt. And he fat down, 
and called the twelve, and faith to them, If 
any man defire to be firſt, the ſame ſhall he 
laſt of all, and ſervant of all. And calling 
unto him a child, he ſet him in the midſt of 
them; and when he had taken him in his 
arms, ſaid to them, Verily, I fay unto you, 
except ye be converted, and become as little Mat. 
children, ye ſhall not enter into the kingdom 18. 3. 
of heaven. Whoſoever, therefore, ſhall | 
humble himſelf as this little child, the 
ſame is greateſt in the kingdom of heaven. 
And whoſoever ſhall receive one ſuch little 
child in my name, receiveth me: and whoſo- 
ever ſhall receive me, receiveth not me, but 
him that ſent me.

world becauſe of offences! + for it muſt needs 
be that offences come: but wo to that man 
7 whom the offence cometh. Therefore 
thy hand or foot offend thee, cut them off, 
and caft them from thee: it is better for thee 
to enter into life lame or maimed, than hay- 
ing two hands or two feet to be caſt i into the 
everlaſting fire. And if thine eye offend thee, 
2 it out, and caſt it from thee: it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life without an eye, 
than 3 two eyes to be caſt into the ge- 
henna of fire. Take heed that ye deſpiſe 
not one of theſe little ones: for I ſay unto 
ou, that in heaven, their angels do always 
old the face of my Father who is in 
n for the Son of Man came to ſave 
that which is loft.

If he ſhall neglect to hear them, tell it 
unto the church; but if he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be unto thee: as 
a gentile and a publican. Verily I fay unto 
you, whatſoeyer ye ſhall bind on earth, ſhall 
be bound in heaven; and whatſoever ye ſhall 
looſe on earth, ſhall be looſed in heaven. 
Again, I ſay unto you, if two of you ſhall 
agree on earth concerning any thing that they 
ſhall aſk, it ſhall be done for them of my 
Father who is in heaven.

And another 
alſo ' ſaid, Lord, I will follow thee, but let 
me firſt go bid them farewell who are at

his kingdom ſtand ? And if I by Beelzebub 
caſt out demons, by whom do your ſons caſt 
them out? Therefore they ſhall be your 
judges. But if-I, with the finger of God,* * or by 
caſt out demons, then the kingdom of God ft 
is come unto you. When a ſtrong man, 
armed, keepeth his palace, his goods are in 
peace, but when a ftronger than he ſhall 
come upon him, and overcome him, he tak- 
eth from him all his armour wherein he 
truſted, and divideth his ſpoils. He that is 
not with me, is againſt me; and he that 
gathereth not with me, ſcattereth. Where- 
fore, I ſay unto you, All manner of fin and 
blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven unto men ; but 
the blaſphemy againſt the Holy Spirit ſhall 
not be forgiven to men. And whoſoever 
ſpeaketh a word againſt the Son of Man, it 
| ſhall be forgiven him; but whoſoever ſpeak- 
eth againſt the Holy Spirit, it ſhall not be 
forgiven, neither in this world, nor in that tb 
come. Either make the tree good, and its 
fruit good, or make the tree corrupt, and the 
fruit corrupt: for the tree is known by its 
fruit.

Then 
certain of the Scribes and Phariſees anſwered, 
ſaying, Teacher, we would ſee a ſign from 
thee. But he anſwered, and ſaid unto them, 
An evil and adulterous generation ſeeketh 
after a ſign, and there ſnhall no ſign be given 
to it, except the ſign of Jonah the prophet: 


for as Jonah was three days and three nights 


in the whale's belly, ſo ſhall the Son of Man 
be three days and three nights in the heart of 
the earth. The men of Nineveh ſhall riſe up 
in the judgment with this generation, and 
ſhall condemn it, becauſe they repented at 


the preaching of Jonah, and behold a greater

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Luke up, and kath ſhut to the door, and ye begin 
13, 25+ to ſtand without, and to knock at the door, 
_ ſaying, Lord, Lord, open unto us; and he 


ſhall anſwer, and ſay unto you, I know you 
not whence ye are: then ſhall ye begin to 
ſay, We have eaten and drunk in thy preſence, 
and thou haſt taught in our ſtreets. But he 
ſhall ſay, I tell you, I know you not whence 


ye are; depart. from me, all ye workers of 


iniquity. There ſhall be weeping and gnaſh- 
ing of teeth, when ye ſhall ſee Abraham, 


and Iſaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets in 


the kingdom of God, and you yourſelves 
thruſt out. And they ſhall come from the 
eaſt, and from the weſt, and from the north, 
and from the ſouth, and ſhall fit down in 
the kingdom of God: And behold, there 
are laſt which ſhall be firſt, = there are firſt 
which ſhall be laſt. 

The fame day there came certain of the 
Phariſees, ſaying unto him, Get thee out and 


depart hence: for Herod will kill thee. And 


he ſaid unto them, Go ye, and tell that fox, 
Behold, I caſt out demons, and I do cures to- 
day and to-morrow, and the third day I ſhall 


be perfected. Nevertheleſs, I muſt walk to- 
day and to-morrow, and the day following: 


for it cannot be that a prophet periſh out of

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would not? Behold, your houſe is left unto Luke 
you deſolate: and verily I fay unto you, ye 13. 35. 


ſhall not ſee me, until the time come when 
ye ſhall ſay, Bleſſed is he that 1 in the 
name of the Lord. 


And it came to paſs, as he went into this Luke 
houſe of one of the chief Phariſees to eat 14. 1. 


bread on the ſabbath-day, that they watched 
him. . And behold, there was a certain'man 
before him who had the dropſy. And Jeſus 
anſwering, ſpake unto the lawyers and Pha- 
riſees, ſaying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
ſabbath-day? And they held their peace. 
And he took him and healed him, and let 
him go: and anſwered them, ſaying, Which 
of you ſhall have an aſs or an ox fall into a 
pit, and will not ſtraightway pull him out on 
the ſabbath- day? And they could Hot anſwer 
him again to theſe things. 

And he put forth a parable to thoſe OY 
were bidden, when he marked how they 
choſe out the chief ſeats; ſaying unto them, 
When thou art bidden of any man to a wed- 
ding, fit not down in the higheſt ſeat: leſt 
a more honourable man than thou be bidden 
of him; and he that bade thee and him, 
come and fay to thee,” Give this man place; 
and thou begin with ſhame to take the loweſt 
place. But when thou art bidden, go and 
fit down in the loweſt place; that when he 

that bade thee cometh, he e may ſay unto thee, 
Friend, go up higher: then ſhalt thou'have 


worſhip in the preſence of them that fit at

cuſed. And another ſaid, I have married a 


with thee. For whoſoever exalteth

ben ſaid he alſo. to him that hade him, 
When thou makeſt a dinner or a ſupper, call 


not thy friends, nor thy brethren, neither 
thy kinſmen, nor thy rich neighbours ; leſt 
they alſo bid thee again, and a recompence be 
made thee. But when thou makeſt a feaſt, 
call the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind: and thou ſhalt be bleſſed ; for they 
cannot recompence thee : for thou ſhalt be 


recompenſed at the reſurrection of the juſt, 


And when one of them that ſat at' meat 
with him, heard theſe things, he ſaid unto 
him, Bleſſed is he that ſhall eat bread in the 
kingdom of God. Then faid he unto him, 
A certain man made a great ſupper, and bade 


many: and ſent his ſervant at ſupper-time, 


to ſay to them that were bidden, Come, for 
all things are now ready, And they all with 
one conſent began to make excuſe. The firſt 
ſaid unto him, I have bought a piece of 


ground, and I muſt needs go and fee it: I 


pray thee: have me excuſed. And another 
laid, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and 
I go to prove them: I pray thee have me ex- 


wife, and therefore I cannot come. So that 
ſervant came, and ſhewed his lord - theſe 
things. Then the maſter of the houſe being 
angry, faid to his ſervant, Go out quickly 
into the ſtreets and lanes of the . and

bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, Luke 
and the halt, and the blind. And the ſervant 14- 21.

And the lord ſaid 
unto the ſervant, Go out into the highways 
and hedges, and compel them to come in, 
that my houſe may be filled. For I ſay unto 
you, that none of thoſe men which were 
bidden ſhall taſte of my ſupper. 

And there went great multitudes with him :

alſo, he cannot be my diſciple. And whoſo- 
ever doth not bear his _—_

he hath laid the foundation, and is not able 
to finiſh it, all that behold it, begin to 
mock him, Saying, This man began to build,

Or elſe, while the other is yet a great way off,

Sq he 
called every one of his lords debtors unto him,

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unto my lord? And he ſaid, An hundred Luke 
meaſures of oil. And he ſaid unto him, 16. 6. 


Take thy bill, and ſit down quickly, and 
write fifty. Then ſaid he to another, And 
how much oweſt thou? And he ſaid, An 
hundred meaſures of wheat. And he faid 
unto him, Take thy bill, and write four- 
ſcore. And the lord commended the unjuſt 
ſteward, becauſe he had done wiſely: for the 
children of this world are in their generation 
wiſer than the children of light. And I fay 
unto you, Make to yourſelves friends by the 
mammon of * unrighteouſneſs; that when ye 
fail they may receive you into everlaſting 
habitations, He that is faithful in that 
which is leaſt, is faithful alſo in much: and 
he that is unjuſt in the leaſt, is unjuſt alſo in 
much. If therefore ye haye not been faith- 
ful in the unrighteous mammon, who will 
commit to your truſt the true riches? And 
if ye have not been faithful in that which is 
another man's, who ſhall give you that which 
is your own? No ſervant can ſerve two 
maſters; for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or elſe he will hold to 
the one, and deſpiſe the other. Ye cannot 


ſerve God and mammon. 


And the Phariſees alſo who were covetous, 
heard all theſe things: and they derided him. 


* The ſenſe is, By a proper uſe and diſtribution of the 
riches ye poſſeſs in this world, endeavour to obtain the favour 
and approbation of God, that hereafter 0 may be received 

into the manſions of everlaſting happineſs. — And | 
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Luke And he ſaid unto them, Ve are they who 
16. 15. juſtify yourſelves before men; but God 


knoweth your hearts: for that which is 
highly eſteemed among men is abomina- 
tion in the ſight of Ge. 

There was a certain rich man, who was 
clothed in purple and fine * linen, and fared 
ſumptuouſly every day. And there was a 
certain beggar named Lazarus, who was 
laid at his gate, full of ſores, and deſiring to 
be fed with the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man's table: moreover, the dogs came 
and licked his ſores. And it came to paſs 
that the beggar died, and was carried by the 
angels into Abraham's boſom : and the rich 


»Buyſſus, ſilk ; this is ſaid to be a ſpecies of linum or flax, 
by the Jewiſh commentators, and by Pliny, who tells us, 
that the chief of all linums, is the linum byſſinum, growing 
near Elis, which was in great eſteem, among the ladies, — 
ſold at an extravagant price. oy 3 

Perhaps the plant was not really a linum, but only had a 
general reſemblance, or is ſo called, becauſe the ce was 
collected and wrought in the ſame manner as flax; for Pau- 
ſanias makes a diſtinction betwixt them, Eliac. 1.“ The ſoil 
of Elis is proper for producing fruits, &c. and eſpecially the 
byſſus. They ſow there hemp, flax, and byſſus: this byſſus 
in fineneſs is not inferior to that af the Hebrews, but not like 
it, yellow.“ And it may be further obſerved, that other 
vegetable productions are called Byſſus, beſides this prepared 
from linum byſſinum; Philoſtratus ſays of the Indian hyſſus, 
that it is got from a tree reſembling the poplar in ſize, and the 
willow in its leaf. In vit. Appol. 2. zo. This may be the 
Bombax. gen. 5 80. of Lin. Hoi the fruit of which is obtain. 
ed a filken down ſurrounding the ſeeds. Some think the 
byſſus is the xylum or cotton-tree of Egypt, but Pliny again 
_ diſtinguiſhes the linum byſſinum from the xylinum. 

The byſſus was only worn by the prieſts or people of the 
firſt conſequence ; and was logked on as a regal dreſs, when, 
died purple, 38 p S 43 ad ” T . 
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man alſo died, and was buried. And in hades Lak: 
he lift up his eyes, being in torments, and 16. 23. 
ſeeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
boſom, And he cried, and faid, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and fend La- 
zarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger 

in water, and cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abraham ſaid, Son, 
remember that thou in thy life-time receiv- 
edſt thy good things, and likewiſe Lazarus 

evil things: but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. And beſides all this, 
between us and you: there is a great gulf 
fixed: ſo that they which would paſs from 
hence to you, cannot; neither can they paſs 

to us, that would come from thence, Then 

he ſaid, I pray thee therefore, father, that 
thou wouldſt ſend him to my father's houſe: 

for I have five brethren, that he may teſtify _ 
unto them, leſt they alſo come into this place 

of torment. Abraham faith unto him, They 
have Moſes and the prophets; let them hear 
them. And he faid, Nay, father Abraham: 

but if one went unto them from the dead, 
they will repent. And he faid unto him, 

If they hear not Moſes and the. prophets, 

3 will they be perſuaded, though one 
roſe from the dead. 

And the a oftles faid unto the Lords In- 1 
cieklo our faith, And the Lord faid, If ye 17. 5. 
had faith as a grain of muſtard-ſeed, ye might

Luke ſea; and it ſhould obey you. But which of 


17. 7. you having a ſervant plowing, or feeding 


cattle, will ſay unto him by and by, when 
he is come from the field, Go and fit down 
to meat? And will not rather fay unto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may ſup, and gird 
thyſelf, and ſerve me, till I have eaten and 
drunken; and afterwards thou ſhalt eat and 
drink? Doth he thank that ſervant, becauſe 
he did the things that were commanded him? 
I trow not. So likewiſe ye, when: ye ſhall 
have done all thoſe things which are com- 
manded you, ſay, We are unprofitable ſer- 
vants: we have done that which was our duty 
to do, 90 
And it came to paſs, as he went to Jeruſa- 
lem, that he paſſed through between Samaria 
and Galilee, And as he entered into a certain 

village, there met him ten men that were 
lepers, who ſtood afar off: and they lifted 
up their voices, and faid, Jeſus, Maſter, have 
mercy on us; And when he ſaw them, he 
faid unto them, Go ſhew yourſelves unto the 
prieſts. And it came to paſs, that as they 
went, they were cleanſed, And one of them 
when he ſaw that he was healed, turned back, 
and with a loud voice glorified God, and fell 
down on his face, at his feet, giving him 
thanks: and he was a Samaritan.

Neither 
ſhall they ſay, Lo here, or, lo there: for be- 
hold, the kingdom of God is within you. 
And he ſaid unto the diſciples, The days will 
came, when ye ſhall deſire to ſee one of the 
days of the Son of Man, and ye ſhall not ſee it. 
And they ſhall ſay to you, See here, or, ſee 
there: go not after them, nor follow them. 
For as the lightning that lighteneth out of 
the one part under heaven, ſhineth unta the 
other part under heaven: ſo ſhall alſo the 
Son of Man be in his day. But firſt muſt he 
ſuffer many things, and be rejected of this 
generation. And as it was in the days of 
Noe, ſo ſhall it be alſo in the days of the 
Son of Man. They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered into the ark; 
and the flood came and deſtroyed them all. 
Likewiſe alſo as it was in the days of Lot, 
they did eat, they drank, they bought, they 
ſold, they planted, they builded: but the 
ſame day that Lot went out of Sodom, it 
rained fire and brimſtone from heaven, and 
deſtroyed them all: even thus ſhall it be in 
the day when the Son of Man is revealed.

T'wo men ſhall be 
in the field ; the. one ſhall be taken, and the 
other left. And they anſwered, and ſaid unto 


him, Where, Lord? And he fad unto them, 
Whereſoever the body is, thither will the

And he ſpake a parable unto them, to this 
end, that men ought always to pray, and 
not to faint ; ſaying, There was in a city a 


judge, who feared not God, neither re- 


garded man. And there was a widow in 
that city, 400 ſhe came unto him, faying, 
Avenge me of mine adverſary. And he would 
not for a while: but afterwards he ſaid within 


himſelf, Though 1 fear not God, nor regard 
man; yet becauſe this widow troubleth me, 


I will avenge her, leſt by her continual 
coming ſhe weary me. And the Lord faid, 
Hear what the unjuſt judge faith. And ſhall 
not God avenge his own elect, who cry 
day and night unto him, though he bear 
long with them? I tell you, that he will 
avenge them ſpeedily. Nevertheleſs, when 


the Son of Man cometh, ſhall he find faith 
.on the earth!

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And he ſpake this parable unto cer- Luke 
talk that truſted in themſelves, that they 18. 9. 
were righteous, and deſpiſed others: Two 
men went up into the temple'to pray ; the 
one a Phariſee, and the other a Publican. 

The Phariſee ſtood and prayed thus with 
himſelf, God, I thank thee, that I am not 
as other men are, extortioners, unjuſt, adul- 
terers, or even as this publican:—1 faſt twice 
in the week, I give tithes of all that I poſſeſs. 

And the publican ſtanding afar. off, would 
not lift up ſo much as his eyes unto heaven, 
but ſmote upon his breaſt, ſaying, God be 
merciful to me a ſinner. I tell you, this man 
went down to his houſe juſtified rather than 
the other: for every one that exalteth him- 
ſelf, ſhall be abaſed; and he that humbleth 
himſelf, mall be exalted. 

Nov it came to paſs, as they went, that Luke 
he entered into a certain village: and a cer- 10. 38. 
tain woman named Martha, received him into 
her houſe. And ſhe had a ſiſter called Mary, 
who alſo fat at Jeſus feet, and heard his 

word. But Martha was cumbered about much 
ſerving, and came to him, and ſaid, Lord, doſt 
thou not care that my ſiſter hath left me to 

ſerve alone? bid her therefore that ſhe help « + 
me. And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto her, 
Martha, Martha, thou art careful, and trqu- 

| bled, about many things: but one thing is 
needful; and Mary hath choſen that good 

part, which ſhall not be taken am fm her.

no longer twain, but one fleſh, What there- 


fore God hath joined together, let no man 
put aſunder. They ſay to him, Why then did 
Moſes command to give a writing of divorce- 
ment, and to put her away? He faith to 
them, Moſes, becauſe of the hardneſs of 


your heart, ſuffered you to put away your 


wives: but from the begirining it was not 
ſo; and I fay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall put 
away his wife, except for fornication, and 
ſhall marry another, committeth adultery ; 
and whoſo marrieth her that is put awa 


doth commit adultery. His diſciples ſay to 


him, If the caſe of a man be ſo with his wife, 
it is not good to marry. But he faid unto, 
them, All men cannot receive this ſaying, 


ſave they to whom it is given. For there 
are eunuchs, who were ſo born from their 


mother's womb; and there are eunuchs, who 


were made eunuchs by men; and there be 


cunuchs, who have made themſelves eunuchs 
for the kingdom of the heaven's ſake. He

that is able to receive it, let him receive it. 


Then were brought unto him little chil- 


18. 15. dren, that he ſhould put his hands upon them,

and pray for them; and the diſciples rebuked 
thoſe that brought them: but when Jeſus

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ſaw it, he was much diſpleaſed, and ſaid, Mark 
Suffer the little children to come unto me, 10. 14. 


and forbid them not, for of ſuch is the 
kingdom of God. Verily, I ſay unto you, 
whoſoever ſhall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he ſhall not enter 
therein. And he took them up in his arms, 
put his hands upon them, and bleſſed them. 
And when he was gone forth into the way, 
there came one running, and kneeled to him, 
and aſked him, Good Teacher, what good 
thing ſhall I do that I may inherit eternal 

life? And Jeſus ſaid to him, Why calleſt 
thou me good? there is none good, but God 
alone: but if thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments. , He faith unto -him, 
Which? Jeſus ſaid, Thou ſhalt not commit 
adultery, thou ſhalt not kill, thou ſhalt not 

ſteal, thou ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs, de- 
fraud not, honour thy father and thy mother, 

and thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf. 

The young man faith to him, All theſe things 
have I kept from my youth. What lack I yet? 
Jeſus, beholding him, loved him, and faid 
to him, One thing thou lackeſt: if thou 
wilt be perfect, go, ſell whatſoever thou haſt, 
and give to the poor, and thou ſhalt have 
treaſutre in heaven; then come, take up thy 
croſs, and follow me. But when the young 
man heard, he was grieved at that ſaying, 

and went away ſorrowful, for he had great 


poſſeſſions. figs | offs has 
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Mark And Jeſus looked round about, and faid 
10% "0 to his diſciples, How hardly ſhall they that 


have riches enter into the kingdom of God ? 
And the diſciples were aſtoniſhed at his 
words. But Jobs anſwereth again, and faith 
unto them, Children, how hard is it for 
them that truſt in riches to enter into the 
kingdom of God? It is eaſier for a camel to 
paſs through the eye of a needle than for a 
rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. 
And they were aſtoniſhed out of meaſure, 
faying among themſelves, Who then can be 
ſaved? Jeſus, looking upon them, faith, With 
men it is impoſſible, but not with God; 
for with God all things are poſſible. Then 
Peter began to ſay unto him, Lo, we have 


left all, and have followed thee ; what ſhall 


we have therefore? And Jeſus faid unto them, 
Vetily, I ſay unto you, That ye who have 
followed me, in the regeneration when the 
Son of Man ſhall fit on his own throne of glory, 
ye fhall alfo fit upon twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of Iſrael. And every mo 
that hath forſaken houſe, or brethren, 

ſiſters, or father, or mother, or wife, = 


children, or lands, for the Giles: of me and 


the goſpel, ſhall receive an hundred fold, 
now, in this time, houſes, and brethren, and 
fiſters, and mothers, and children, and lands, 
after perſecution, and in the ages to come, 
life eternal.

you; and they went their way. Again, he 
went out about the ſixth and ninth hour, and 
did in like manner. And about the eleventh 
hour he went out, and found others ſtanding 
idle, and faith unto them, Why ftand ye here 
all the day idle? They ſay to him, Becauſe 
no man hath hired us, He faith to them, 
Goye alſo into the vineyard, and whatſoever 
is right, that ſhall ye receive. So when even 
was come, the lord of the vineyard ſaith 
to his ſteward, Call the labourers, and give 
them their hire, r from the laſt unto 
the firſt. And when they came that were 
hired about the eleventh houd, they received 
every man a denarius. But when the firſt 
came, they ſuppoſed that they ſhould receive 
more, and they likewiſe received every man 
a denarius. And when they had received it, 
they murmured againſt the houſeholder, fay- 
ing, Theſe laſt have wrought but one hour, 
and thou haſt made them eq — unto us, who 
have borne the burden — heat of the day. 
But he anſwered: one of them, and faid, 
Friend. I do thee no wrong: Didſt thou not

called, but few choſen. © | 
Now a certain man was ſick, named Laza- 
rus, of Bethany, the town of Mary and her 
ſiſter Martha. (It was that Mary who an- 
ointed the Lord with ointment, and wi 
his feet with her hair, whoſe brother Laza- 
rus was ſick). Therefore his fiſters ſent unto 
him, faying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
loveſt, is fick. When Jeſus heard that, he 
ſaid, This ſickneſs is not unto death, but for 
the glory of God, that the Son of God might 
be glorified thereby. Now Jeſus loved Martha, 
and her fiſter, and Lazarus. When he had 
heard therefore that he was fick, he abode 
two days ſtill in the fame place where he was. 
Then after that faith he to his diſciples, Let 
us go into Judea again. His diſciples ſay 
unto him, Maſter, the Jews of late ſought to 
ſtone thee; and goeſt thou thither again? 
Jeſus anſwered, Are there not twelve hours 
in the day? If any man walk in the day, he 
ſtumbleth not, becauſe he ſeeth the light of 
this world. But if a man walk in the night, 
— ſtumbleth, becauſe there is no light in 
Theſe things ſaid he: and after that, 
he faith unto them, Our friend ton 
672 3 os leep- 
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ſleepeth; but I go, that I may awake him ]

out of ſleep. Then ſaid his diſciples, Lord, 
if he ſleep, he ſhall do well. Howbeit Jeſus. 
ſpake of his death: but they thought that he 
had ſpoken of taking reſt in ſleep. Then ſaid 


Jeſus unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 


And I am glad for your ſakes, that I was. 


not there, to the intent that ye may believe; 


nevertheleſs, let us go unto him. Then ſaid 


Thomas, who is called Didymus, unto his- 
fellow diſciples, Let us alſo go, that we may 
die with him. 

Then when Jeſus came, he found that 
he had lien in the grave four days already. 
Now Bethany was nigh unto. Jeruſalem, 
about fifteen furlongs off. And many of 
the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to com- 
fort them concerning their brother. Then 
Martha, as ſoon as ſhe heard that Jeſus was 
coming, went and met him: but Mary fat 
{till in the houſe. Then ſaid Martha unto 
Jeſus, Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my 
brother had not died. But I know, that even

And when ſhe had ſo ſaid, ſne went her 
way, and called Mary her ſiſter ſecretly, ſay- 
ing, The Teacher is come, and calleth for thee. 
As ſoon as ſhe heard that, ſhe aroſe quickly, 
and. came unto him. Now Jeſus was not 
yet come into the town, but was in that place 
where Martha met him. The Jews then 
that were with her in the houſe, and 
comforted her, when they ſaw Mary that 
ſhe roſe up haſtily, and went out, followed 
her, ſaying, She- goeth unto the grave, to 
weep: there. Then when Mary was come 
where Jeſus was, and ſaw him, ſhe fell 
down at his feet, ſaying unto him, Lord, if 
2 hadſt been here, my brother had not 
When Jeſus therefore ſaw her weeping, 
and the Jews alſo weeping, who came with 
her, he groaned in the ſpirit, and was 
troubled, and faid, Where have ye laid him? 
They fay unto him, Lord, come and ſee. 
uw wept.— Then faid the Jews, Behold, 
ow he loved him! And ſome of them ſaid, 
Could not this man, who opened the eyes 
of the blind, have cauſed that even this man 
ſhould not have died? Jeſus therefore again 
groaning in himſelf, cometh to the grave. 
It was a cave, and a ſtone lay upon it. 
| Jeſus ſaid, Take ye away the ſtone. Martha, 
the ſiſter of him that was dead, ſaith — 
3 | ; K ord, 
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Lord, by this time he ſtinketh: for he hath John 
been dead four days. Jeſus faith unto her, 11. 39. 


Said I not unto thee, that if thou wouldſt be- 
lieve, thou ſhouldſt ſee the glory of God? 
Then they took away the ſtone from the place 
where as dead was laid. And Jeſus lifted up 
his eyes, and faid, Father, I thank thee that - 
thou haſt heard me; and 1 knew that thou 
heareſt me always: but becauſe of the peo- 
ple who ſtand by, I faid it, that they may 
believe that thou haſt ſent me. And when 
he had thus ſpoken, he cried with a loud 
voice, Lazarus, come forth ! And he that 
was dead came forth, bound hand and foot 
with grave- clothes: aud his face was bound 
about with a napkin. Jeſus faith unto . 
Looſe him, and let him go. 

Then many of the Jews that came to 
Mary, and had ſeen the things which Jeſus 
did, believed on him. But ſome of them 
went their ways to the Phariſees, and told 
them what things Jeſus had done. 

Then gathered the chief prieſts and the 
| Phariſbes a council, and ſaid, What do we? 
for this man doeth many miracles. If we 


let him thus alone, all men will believe on © 


him; and the Romans ſhall come and take 
away both our place and nation. And one 
of them named Caiaphas, being the or p 
prieſt that ſame year, ſaid unto them, 
— nothing at all, nor conſider that irs 
tent for us, that one man ſhould die for 


the people, and that the whole aatio peril 


not, 
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John nbt. And this ſpake he not of himſelf: but 
11. 51. being high prieſt that year, he propheſied 


that Jeſus ſhould die for that nation: and not 
for that nation only, but that al ſo he ſhould 
gather together in one the children of God 
that were ſcattered abroad. Then from that 
day forth, they took counſel together for to 
put him to death. W D789 

Jeſus therefore walked no more openly 
among the Jews; but went thence unto a 
country near to the wilderneſs, into a city 
called Ephraim, and there continued with

CHAP, XIV. 


JESUS in the Way to Jeruſalem foretels 
his Death, and teaches the Diſciples not 
to have ambitious Views, A blind Man 
reſtored to Sight near Jericho. | Z A C- 
CHE Us called. JESUS comes to Be- 

thany. Makes a triumphal Entry into Je- 
ruſalem, and teaches in the Temple. 


OW the Jews paſſover was nigh at hand; 
and they were in the way going up to 


Luke Jeruſalem, and Jeſus went before them; and 
18. 31. they were amazed, and as they followed, 


they were afraid. Then again he took aſide 
the twelve, and began to tell them what 
things ſhould happen unto him, ſaying, 
Behold we go up to Jeruſalem, and * 
4 | | | that 
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that are written by the prophets concerning Luke 
the Son of Man ſhall be accompliſhed, for 18. 3. 
he ſhall be betrayed unto the chief priefts and 
ſcribes ; and they ſhall condemn him to 
death, and ſhall deliver him to the Gentiles 
to mock, and to ſcourge, and to crucify him: 
and the third day he ſhall riſe again. And 
they underſtood none of theſe things: and 
this ſaying was hid from them, neither knew 
they the things which were ſpoken. _ | 

Then came unto him the mother of Zebe- Mat. 
dee's children, worſhipping him, and de- 20. 20. 
firing a certain thing of him. And he ſaid Mark 
unto her, What wilt thou? She faith unto 10. 35+ 
him, -Grant that theſe, my two ſons, may 
fit, one on thy right hand, and the other on 
thy left in thy kingdom. But Jeſus anſwer- 
ed, and faid, Ye know not what ye aſk: are 
ye able to drink of the cup which I ſhall 
drink of, and to be baptized. with the bap- 
tiſm that I am baptized with? They ſay unto 
him, We are able. And Jeſus ſaid unto 
them, Ve ſhall indeed drink of the cup that 
I drink, and with the baptiſm that I am 
baptized withal ſhall ye be baptized: but to 
fit on my right hand and on my left is not 
mine to give, but it ſhall be given to them 
for whom it is prepared of my Father. And 
when the ten heard it they began to be 
moved with indignation againſt the two 
brethren. But Jeſus called them unto him, 
and ſaid, Ye know that the princes of the 
Gentiles exerciſe dominion over them, and

bis — and followed him, glorifying "And 


Son of David, have mercy on me. And 
Jeſus ſtood ſtill, and commanded him to be 
called: and they called the blind man, ſay- 
ing unto him, Be of good comfort, . ariſe, 
he calleth thee; and he, caſting away his 
garment, aroſe, and came to Jeſus. And 
Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto him, What 
wilt thou that I ſhould do unto thee? The 
blind man ſaid unto him, Lord, that I might 
receive my fi And Jeſus, being moved 
with compaſhon, touched his eyes, and faid 
unto him, Go thy way, thy faith hath made 
the whole. And immediately he received 
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And all the people, when chey ow it, gave: 
praiſe unto God. 

And behold, there was a man 2 8 Zac- Lak 
cheus, who was the chief among the ae mw 2. 
licans, and he was rich. And he da. 
ſee Jeſus who he was, and could rhe 
preſs, becauſe he was little of ſtature. 
he ran before, and chmbed up into a Ne, 
more- tree to ſee him; for he was to paſs that 
way. And when Jeſus came to the place, 
he looked up and faw him, and ſaid unto him, 
Zaccheus, make hafte, and come down; for 
to day I muſt abide at thy houſe. And he 
made haſte, and came down, and received him 
joyfully. And when they ſaw it, they all 
murmured, ſaying, That he was gone to be 
gueſt with a man that is a finger. And 
Zaccheus ſtood, and faid unto the Lord, Be- 
hold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to 
the poor: and if I have taken any thing from 
any man by falſe accuſation, I reftore him 
four-fold. And Jefus faid unto him, This 

is falvation come to this houſe, foraſ- 
much as he alſo is the ſon of Abraham. For 
the Son of Man is come to feek and to fave 
that which was loſt. And 'as they heard 
theſe things, he added, and ſpake a parable, 
| becauſe he was nigh to Jeruſalem, — be- 
cauſe they thought that the kingdom of God 
ſhould immediately appear. He ſaid there- 
fore, A certain nobleman went into a far 
coutry to receive for himſelf a kingdom, and 
to return. And he called his ten * 

an 
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Luke 
19. 13. 
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and delivered them ten pounds, and ſaid 


unto them, Occupy till I come. But his 
citizens hated him, and ſent a meſſage after 


him, ſaying, We will not have this man to 


reign over us. And it came to paſs that 
when he was returned, having received the 


kingdom, then he commanded theſe ſervants 


to be called unto him, to whom he had given 


the money, that he might know how much 


every man had gained by trading. Then 
came the firſt, ſaying, Lord, thy pound hath 
OO ten pounds. And he ſaid unto him, 
Well, thou good ſervant: becauſe thou haſt 


been faithful in a very little, have thou au- 


_ thority over ten cities. And the ſecond came, 


faying, Lord, thy pound: hath gained five 
pounds. And he ſaid likewiſe to him, Be 
thou alſo over five cities. And another came, 
faying, Lord, - behold, here is thy pound 
which I have kept laid up in a napkin: for 


I feared thee, becauſe thou art an auſtere man: 


thou takeſt up that thou layeſt not down, and 


reapeſt that thou didſt not ſow. And he 


faith unto him, Out of ' thine own mouth 


will I judge thee, thou wicked ſervant. Thou 


kneweſt that I was an auſtere man, taking up 
that I laid not down, and reaping that I did 
not ſow: wherefore then gaveſt not thou my 
money into the bank, that at my coming I 
might have received mine own with uſury? 


And he faid unto them that ſtood by, Take 


from him the pound, and-give it to him that 
hath ten pounds. (And they faid unto 577 
| WE Lord, 
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Lord, he hath ten pounds). For I ſay unto Luke 
you, That unto. every one who hath, ſhall 19. 26. 


e given; and from him that hath not, even 
that he hath ſhall be taken away from him. 
But thoſe mine enemies who would not that 
I ſhould reign over them, bring hither, and 
flay them þefore me. 


Now many of the people were gone out of John 
the —_— up to Jeruſalem, before the 11. 56. 


paſſover, to purify themſelves. Then ſought 
they for Jeſus, and ſpake among themſelves, 
as they ſtood in the temple, What think ye, 
that he will not. come to the feaſt? And 
both the chief prieſts and the Phariſees had 
given a commandment, that if any man knew 
where he were, he ſhould ſhew it, that they 
might take him. Jeſus, however, 5 days be- 
fore the paſſover, came to Bethany, where 
Lazarus was, who had been dead, whom he 


raiſed from the dead. Much people of the Jolin. 
Jews therefore knew that he was there: and 12. 9. 


they came not for Jeſus ſake only, but that 
they might ſee Lazarus alſo, whom he had 
raiſed from the dead. But the chief prieſts 
conſulted that they might put Lazarus alſo 
to death; becauſe, that by reaſon of him, 
many of the Jews went away, and believed 
on ſeſus. 


On the next day, — they came nigh to Mark 
Jeruſalem, unto Beth hage and Bethany, at 11. x, 


the Mount of Olives, he ſendeth forth two of 
his diſciples, and faith unto them, Go your 
way into the * over-againſt you, ang as 
OOn 
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Mark foon as ye be entered into it, ye ſhall find a 
It. 2. colt tied, whereon never man fat; looſe him, 
and bring him. And if any man ſay unto you, 
Why do ye this? Say ye, That the Lord hath 
need of him; and ftraightway he will ſend him 
hither. And they went their way, and found 
the colt tied by the door without, in a place 
where two ways met; and they looſe kim. 
And certain of them that ſtood there, ſaid 
unto them, What do ye, loofing the colt? 
And they ſaid unto them even as Jeſus had 
commanded: and they let them go. And 
they brought the colt to Jeſus, and caſt their 
Mat. 33 on him; and he ſat upon him. All 
is was done, . it might be fulfilled which 

| was ſpoken by rophet, ſaying, ** Tell 
Zech. 9 the Ae of Sion, bebeld thy King — 
eth unto thee, meek, and ſitting upon an 
"ON aſs, and a colt, the foal of an aſs.” Theſe 
12. 16. things underſtood not his difciples at the 
firſt: but when Jeſus was — then re- 
membered they that theſe things were written 
of him, and that they had done theſe things 
unto him. 

Luke And much people that were come to the 
19. 37. feaſt, when they heard that Jeſus was com- 
ing to Jeruſalem, went forth to meet him, 
Mat. — ſpread their garments in the way as he 
21. 8, went; others cut down branches from the 
trees, and ſtrewed them in the way. And 
when he was come nigh, even now at the 
deſcent of the Mount of Olives, the whole 
multitude of the diſciples began to rejoice, 
rr ns | and

and praiſe God, with a loud voice, for all Luke 
the mighty works that they had ſeen, ſaying, 19- 37. 


Hoſanna to the Son of David, Bleſſed be the 
King that cometh in the name of the Lord! 
Bleſſed be the kingdom of our father David 
that cometh in the name of the Lord! Peace 
in heaven, and glory in the higheſt! And 
ſome of the Phariſees from among the mul- 
titude faid unto him, Teacher, rebuke thy 
diſciples. And he anſwered and faid unto 
them, I tell you, that if theſe ſhould hold 
their peace, the ſtones would immediately 


cry out. The people alſo that was with john 
him when he called Lazarus out of his grave, 12. 37. 


and raiſed him from the dead, bare record ; 
and for this cauſe the people met him, be- 
cauſe they heard that he had done this miracle, 
The Phariſees therefore ſaid among them- 
ſelves, Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? 
Behold, the world is gone after him. 


And when he was come near, he beheld the Luke 
city, and wept over it, faying, If thou hadſt 19. 41; 


known, even thou, at leaſt, in this thy day, 
the things which belong to thy peace—but 
now they are hid from thine eyes. For the 
days ſhall come upon thee, that thine ene- 
mies ſhall caſt a trench about thee, and com- 
paſs thee round, and keep thee in on every 
ſide, and ſhall lay thee even with the ground, 
and thy children within thee; and they ſhall 
not leave in thee one ſtone upon another; be- 


cauſe thou kneweft not the time of thy viſi- 


tation,

21. 10. all the city was moved, ſaying, Who is this?

11. 11. when he had looked round about upon all

And when he was come into Jeruſalem, 


And the multitude faid, This is Jeſus the 
prophet, of Nazareth of Galilee. 
And Jeſus entered into the temple: and 


things, and now the even-tide was come, 
he went into Bethany with the twelve. And 
on the morrow, when they were come from 
Bethany, he was an hungred, and ſeeing a 
fig-tree afar off having leaves, he came, if 
haply he might find any thing thereon: and 


when he came to it, he found nothing but 


leaves: for the time of figs was not yet. 


And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto it, Let no 


man eat fruit of thee hereafter for ever. 


And his diſciples heard it. 
And they came to Jeruſalem: and Jeſus went 
into the temple, and began to caſt out them 


that fold and bought in the temple, and over- 


threw the tables of the money-changers, 
and the ſeats of them that ſold doves; and 


would not ſuffer that any man ſhould carry 
any veſſel through the temple. And he taught,

ſaying unto them, Is it not written, my houſe 
ſhall be called of all nations, the houſe of 
prayer? But ye have made it a den of thieves. 
And when the chief prieſts and Scribes ſaw 
the wonderful things that he did, and the 
children crying in the temple, and ſaying, 
Hoſanna to the Son of David, they were 
ſore diſpleaſed, and ſaid unto him, Heareſt 
thou what theſe fay? And Jeſus faith _

And when even was come, he went out of Mark 
the city.

roots: and Peter, calling to remembrance, 
faith unto him, Maſter, behold the fig-tree 
which thou curſedſt is withered away. And 
Jeſus anſwering faith unto them, Have faith 
in God; for verily I ſay unto you, Ye ſhall 
not only do as is done to the fig-tree, but 
whoſoever ſhall ſay unto this mountain, Be 
thou removed, and be thou caſt into the ſea; 
and ſhall not doubt in his heart, but ſhall be- 
lieve that thoſe things which he faith ſhall 
come to paſs; he ſhall have whatſoever he 
_ faith; Therefore I ſay unto you, What things 
ſoever ye deſire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye ſhall have them. 
And they come again to Jeruſalem : and 

as he taught in the temple, and preached the 
glad tidings, there come to him the chief 
Prieſts, and the Scribes, and the Elders, and 
fay unto him, By what authority doeſt thou 
theſe things? And Jeſus anſwered and faid 
unto them, I will alſo aſk of you one queſtion; 
and anſwer me, and I will tell you by what 
authority I do theſe things; the baptiſm 
of John, was it from heaven, or of men? 
anſwer me. And they reaſoned with them- 
ſelves, ſaying, If we ſhall fay from heaven, 
he will ſay, Why then did ye not believe 
4 5 M 2 him? 
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Mark him? But if we ſhall ay of men, all the 

11. 32. people will ſtone us: for they are perſuaded 

that John was a prophet indeed. And they 

Luke anſwered, That they could not tell whence it 

20. 7. was. And Jeſus faid unto them, Neither 

tell I you by what authority I do theſe things. 

Mat. Then began he to ſpeak unto them in pa- 

21. 28. rables. A certain man had two ſons, and he 

came to the firſt, and ſaid, Son, go work to- 

day in my vineyard. He anſwered and ſaid, 

I will not: but afterwards he repented, and 

went. And he came to the ſecond, and faid 

likewiſe. And he anſwered and faid, I go, 

Sir, and went not. Whether of them twain 

did the will of his father? They fay unto 

him, The firſt. Jeſus faith unto them, Verily 

I fay unto you, That the publicans and the 

harlots go into the kingdom of God before 

you. For John came unto you in the way 

of righteouſneſs, and ye believed him not: 

but the publicans and the harlots believed 

him: and ye, when ye had ſeen it, repented 
not afterward, that ye might believe him. 

Hear another parable: There was a certain 

houſeholder, who planted a vineyard, and 

hedged it round about, and digged a wine- 

preſs in it, and built a tower, and let it out 

to huſbandmen, and went into a far country: 

and when the time of the fruit drew near, he 

ſent his ſervant to the huſbandmen that he 

might receive the fruits of the vineyard. And 

they caught him, and beat him, and ſent him 

- away empty. And again he ſent unto them 

: | another 
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another ſervant; and at him they caſt ſtones, Mark 
and wounded him in the head, and ſent him 12. 4. 


away ſhamefully handled. And again he ſent 
a third; and him they killed, and caſt out; 
as alſo many others; beating ſome, and kill- 


ing ſome, Then ſaid the lord of the vine« Luke 
ard, What ſhall I do? I will ſend my be- 20. 13. 


oved ſon laſt unto them, it may be they 
will reverence him, when they fee him, And 
when the huſbandmen faw him, they reaſon+ 
ed among themſelves, faying, This is the 
heir: come, let us kill ham, that the inhe- 
ritance may be ours. And they took him, 
and caſt him out of the vin and killed 


him. When the lord therefore of the vine= Mat. 
yo cometh, what will he do unto thoſe 21. 40. 


uſbandmen? He will miſerablydeſtroy thoſe 
wicked men, and will let out his vineyard 
unto other huſbandmen, who ſhall render 
him the fruits in their ſeaſons. And when 
they heard it, they ſaid, God forbid! And he 
beheld them, and faid, Did ye never read in 


the ſcriptures, © The ſtonewhich the builders Pl. 118. 


rejected, the ſame is become the head of the? 
corner?” This is the Lord's doing, and it is 
marvellous in our eyes. Therefore, I ſay unto 
you, The kingdom of God ſhall be taken 
from you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof, And whoſoever 
ſhall fall on this ſtone ſhall be broken: but 
on whomſoever it ſhall fall it will grind him 
to powder. And when the chief Prieſts and 
Phariſees had heard his parables, they per-

ceived that he ſpake of them. But when 


21. 46. they ſought to lay hands on him, they feared

heaven is like unto a certain king, who 
made a marriage for his ſon, and ſent forth 
his ſervants to call them that were bidden to 
the wedding: and they would not come. 
Again he ſent forth other ſervants, ſaying, 


Tell them that are bidden, Behold, I have 
no ne my dinner: my oxen and my fat- 
i 


lings are killed, and all things are ready: 
come unto the marriage. But they made 
light of it, and went their ways, one to his 
farm, another to his merchandiſe: and the 
remnant took his ſervants, and entreated 


them ſpitefully, and flew them. But when 


the king heard thereof, he was wroth: and 
he ſent forth his armies, and deſtroyed thoſe 
murderers, and burnt up their city. Then 
faith he to his ſervants, The wedding is ready, 


but they that were bidden were not worthy. 


Go ye therefore into' the high-ways, and as 


many as ye ſhall find, bid to the mar- 


riage. So thoſe ſervants went out inta the 
highways, and gathered together all as 
many as they found, both bad and good: 
and the wedding was furniſhed with gueſts. 


And when the king came in to fee the 
gueſts, he ſaw there a man who had not on

The Phariſees and Sadducees queſtion our 
Lord concerning Payment of Tribute, and 
the Reſurrection. The chief Command- 
ment. The Scribes and Phariſees reproved. . 
The Widow's Mite. Certain Greeks deſire 

to be introduced to JESUS, 


HEN went the Phariſees, and took Mat. 

IJ counſelhow they might entangle him in 22. 15. 

his talk: and they watched him, and they ſent 
out unto him their diſciples, with the He- 
rodians, feigning themſelves to be juſt men, 
that they might take hold of his words, that 
ſo they might deliver him unto the power 
and authority of the governor. And they 
aſked him, ſaying, Teacher, we know that 
thou art true, and ſpeakeſt rightly, neither 
careſt thou for any man: for thou regardeſt 
not the perſon of men, but teacheſt the way 
of God in truth; tell us, therefore, what 
thinkeſt thou, is it law ful to give tribute ta 
1 M4 Ceſar 
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Mat,  Celar or not? But Jeſus, perceiving their 
22. 18. craftineſs, ſaid, Why tempt ye me, ye hy- 


| rites? bring me the tribute-money, that 
— {ke it. And they brought unto him a 
denarius. And he faith unto them, Whoſe 
is this image and ſuperſcription? They ſay 
unto him, Ceſar's. And he faith unto them, 
Render therefore unto Ceſar, the things 
which be Ceſar's; and unto God, the things 
which be God's. And they could not take 
hold of his words before the people: and 
they marvelled at his anſwer, and held their 
peace, and left him, and went their way. 
In the ſame day came to him the Saddu- 
cees, who ſay, re is no reſurrection, and 
aſked him, faying, Teacher, Moſes wrote 
unto us, if a man die, having no children, 
his brother ſhall marry his wife, and raiſe 
up ſeed unto his brother. Now there were 
with us ſeven brethren: and the firſt, when 
he had married a wife, deceaſed, and, having 
no iſſue, left his wife unto his. brother; 
likewiſe the ſecond took her to wife, and died 
childleſs; and the third took her; and in 
like manner the ſeven alſo, and they left no 
children, and died; and laſt of all, the 
woman died alſo. Therefore in the reſurrec- 
tion, when they ſhall riſe, whoſe wife ſhall 
ſhe be of the ſeven? for they all had her, 
Jeſus anſwered and faid unto them, Do not 
ye therefore err, becauſe ye know not the 
e neither the power of God. The 


children of this world marry, and are given 


* 
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in marriage: but they who. ſhall 'be-ac- Luke | 
counted . worthy to obtain that world, and 20. 34 
— from the dead, neither marry, 
nor are given in marriage: neither can they 
die any more: for they are equal unto. the 
angels: and are the children of God, being 
the children of the reſurrection. Now, as 
touching the dead, that they riſe, have y 
not —_— in the book of Moſes, how in "Wo 
buſh God ſpake unto him, ſaying, ** Iam 3 „ 
God of Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and 6. 
the God of Jacob? God is not the God of 
the dead, but of the living : for all live unto 
him. Ye therefore do greatly err. And when 
the multitude heard this, dep. were aſtoniſh- 
ed at his doftrine. 
And one of the Scribes came, an and having Mark 
heard them reaſoning together, and perceiv- 12. 28. 
ing that he had anſwered them well, aſked 
him, Which is the farſt eee ee of all? 
And Jeſus anſwered him, The firſt of all the 
commandments i is, “Hear, O Iſrael, the Lord 
our God is one Lord: and thou ſhalt love + 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy bol and with all * mind, and 
with all thy ſtrength: this is the firſt com- 
mandment. 2 the ſecond is like to it, 
mama this,“ {Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour 
as thyſelf, There is none other command- 
— greater than theſe: and on theſe two 
hang all the law and the prophets. And the 
Scribe ſaid unto him, Well, Maſter, thou 
haſt ſaid the truth; for there is one > 
| ere 
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Mark there is none other but he: and to love him 
14. 30. with all the heart, and with all the under- 
ſtanding, and with all the ſoul, and with all 
the ſtrength, and to love his neighbour as 
himſelf, is more than all whole burnt-offer- 
ings and facrifices. And when Jeſus ſaw that 
he anſwered diſcreetly, he faid unto him, 
Thou art.not far from the kingdom of God. 
Mat. And when the Phariſees were gathered to- 
22. 41, gether, Jeſus aſked them, faying, What think 
ye of Chriſt? whoſe ſon is he? They ſay unto 
him, David's. Jeſus anſwered nd Kd to 
him, How then doth David, in the Holy 
Pfal. 110, Spirit, call him Lord, ſaying, % The _—_ 
te ſaid unto my Lord, fit thou on my rig 
hand till I make thine enemies thy — Ae 77 
If David then call him Lord, how is he his 
| ſon? And no man was able to anſwer him a 
word, neither durſt any one from that day 
forth aſk him any more queſtions: but o_ 
great multitude heard him gladly. | | 
Mat. Then ſpake Jeſus to the multitude, _ to 
. his diſciples, ſaying, The Scribes and the 
Phariſees fit in Moſes ' ſeat. All therefore 
whatſoever they bid you obſerve, that obſerve 
and do; but do not ye after their works: for 
they ſay, and do not. For they bind heavy 
burdens, and grievous to be borne, and lay 
them on mens ſhoulders, but they themſelves 
will not move them with one of their fingers. 
But all their works they do, for to be ſeen of 
men: they make broad their phylacteries, 
and enlarge the borders of their garments, and 
love 
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love the uppermoſt rooms at feaſts, and the Mat. 
chief ſeats in the ſynagogues, and greetings 23. 6. 


in the markets, and to be called of men, 
Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi: 
for one is your maſter, even Chriſt, and all 
ye are brethren. And call no man your fa- 
ther upon the earth: for one is your Father, 
who is in heaven. Neither be ye called 
maſters: for one is your Maſter, even Chriſt. 
But he that is greateſt among you, ſhall be 
your ſervant. And whoſoever ſhall exalt him- 
ſelf, ſhall be abaſed; and he that ſhall humble 
himſelf, ſhall be exalted. | N 
But wo unto you, Scribes and Phariſees, 
hypocrites; for ye ſhut up the kingdom of 
heaven againſt men: for ye neither go in 
yourſelves, neither ſuffer ye them that are 
entering, to go in. Wo unto you, Scribes 
and Phariſees, hypocrites; for ye devour 
widows houſes, and for a pretence make 
long prayer; therefore ye ſhall receive the 
greater damnation. Wo unto you, Seribes 
and Phariſees, hypocrites; for ye compaſs 
ſea and land to make one proſelyte, and when 
he is made, ye make him two-fold more the 
child of hell than yourſelves. Wo unto you, 
ye blind guides, who ſay, Whoſoever ſhall 
ſwear by the temple, it is nothing: but who- 
ſoever ſhall ſwear by the gold of the temple, 
he is a debtor. Ye fools, and blind: for whe- 
ther is greater, the gold, or the temple that 
ſanctifieth the gold? And whoſoever ſhall 
ſwear by the altar, it is nothing: but ane

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ſoever ſweareth by the gift that is upon it, 
he is guilty. Ye fools, and blind: for whe- 
ther is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
ſanctiſieth the gift? Whoſo therefore ſhall 
ſwear by the altar, ſweareth by it, and by all 


things thereon. And whoſo ſhall fwear by 


the temple, ſweareth by it, and by him that 
dwelleth therein. And he that ſhall ſwear by 


heaven, ſweareth by the throne of God, and 


by him that fitteth thereon. Wo unto you, 
Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites ; for ye pay 
tithe of mint, and aniſe, and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier matters of the 


law, judgment, mercy, and faith: theſe ought 


to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone. Ye blind guides, which ſtrain at a 


gnat, and ſwallow a camel. Wo unto you, 


Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites; for ye 


make clean the outfide of 'the cup, and of 
the platter, but within they are full of ex- 


tortion and exceſs. Thou blind Phariſee, 


cleanſe firſt that which is within the cup and 


platter, that the outſide of them may be 


clean alſo. Wo unto you, Scribes and Pha- 


riſees, hypocrites; for ye are like unto whited 


ſepulchres, which indeed appear beautiful 


outward, but are within full of dead mens 
bones, and of all uncleanneſs. Even fo ye 
alſo outwardly appear righteous unto men, 


but within ye are full of hypocriſy and 
iniquity. Wo unto you, Scribes and Phari- 


ſees, hypocrites; becauſe ye build the tombs 


of the prophets, and garniſn the ſepulchres = 
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the righteous, and ſay, If we had been in Mat. 
the days of our fathers, we would not have 23. 30. 
been partakers with them in the blood of 
the prophets. Wherefore ye be witneſſes 
unto yourſelves, that ye are the children of 
them who killed the prophets. Fill ye up 
then the meaſure of your fathers. Ser- 
pents, generation. of vipers, how can ye 
eſcape the damnation of hell? Wherefore 
behold, I ſend unto you prophets, and 
wiſe men, and Scribes; and ſome of them 
ye ſhall kill and crucify, and ſome of 
them ſhall ye ſcourge in your ſynagogues, 
and perſecute them from city to city: that 
upon you may come all the righteous blood 
ſhed upon the earth, from the blood of 
righteous Abel, unto the blood of Zacharias, 
ſon of Barachias, whom ye ſlew between the 
temple and the altar. Verily I ſay unto you, 
All theſe things ſhall come upon this gene- 
ration. O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem, thou that 
| killeſt the prophets, and ſtoneſt them that 
are ſent unto. thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, and 
ye would nat? Behold, your houſe is left 
unto you deſolate. For I ſay unto you, Ye 
| ſhall not ſee me henceforth, till ye ſhall fay, 
2 is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. * | | 
And Jeſus fat over-againſt the treaſury, Mark 
and beheld: how the people caſt money into 12. 41. 
the treaſury, and many that were rich caſt in 
much. And there came a eertain nn 
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Mark and ſhe threw in two mites, which make a 
12. 42. farthing. And he called unto his diſciples, 


John 


and ſaid unto them, Verily, I ſay unto you, 
that this poor widow hath caſt more in than 
all they who have caſt into the treaſury: for 


all theſe have of their abundance caſt in unto 


the offerings of God: but ſhe of her penury 
hath caſt in all the living that ſhe had. 
And there were certain Greeks among 


12. 20. them that came up to worſhip at the feaſt: 


the ſame came therefore to Philip, who was 
of Bethſaida of . Galilee, and defired him, 


. faying, Sir, we would ſee Jeſus. Philip 


cometh and telleth Andrew: and again, An- 
drew and Philip told Jeſus. 
And Jeſus anſwered them, ſaying, The 


hour is come, that the Son of Man ſhould be 


glorified. Verily, verily, I fay unto you, Ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the ground, 
and die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it 


bringeth forth much fruit. He that loveth 


his life, ſhall loſe it: and he that hateth his 
life in this world, ſhall. keep it unto life 
eternal. If any man ſerve me, let him follow 


me; and where I am, there ſhall alſo my 


ſervant be: if any man ſerve me, him will 
my Father honour. Now is my ſoul troubled; 


and what ſhall I fay ? Father, ſave me from this 


hour: but for this cauſe came I unto this 


hour. Father, glorify thy name. Then came 
there a voice from heaven, ſaying, I have both 
- glorified it, and will glorify it again. The 


people therefore that ſtood by, and heard it, 
faid that it thundered: others ſaid, An angel 
| ſpake 
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ſpake to him. Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid, This John 


voice came not becauſe of me, but for your 12. 39. 


ſakes. Now is the judgment of this world : 
now ſhall the prince of this world be caſt 
out. And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me. This he faid, 
ſignifying what dMth he ſhould die. The 
people anſwered him, We have heard out of 
the law, that Chriſt abideth for ever: and 
how ſayeſt thou, The Son of Man muſt be 
lift up? who is this Son of Man? Then Jeſus 
faid unto them, Yet a little while is the light 
with you: walk while ye have the light, 
leſt darkneſs come upon you: for he that 
walketh in darkneſs, knoweth not whither 
he goeth. While ye have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the children of 
light. Theſe things ſpake Jeſus and departed, 
and did hide himſelf from them. 

But though he had done ſo many miracles 
before them, yet they believed not on him: 
that the ſaying of Eſaias the prophet might be 
fulfilled, which he ſpake, Lord, who hath 
believed our report? and to whom hath the 
arm of the Lord been revealed?” Therefore 
they could not believe, becauſe that Efaias 
faid again, He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they ſhould not 
ſee with their eyes, nor underſtand with their 
heart, and be converted, and I ſhould heal 
them.” Theſe things ſaid Eſaias, when he 
faw his glory, and ſpake of him.

12. 42. many believed on him; but becauſe of the 
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Nevertheleſs, among the chief rulers alſo, 


Phariſees they did not confeſs him, leſt they 
ſhould be put out of the ſynagogue. For 
they loved the praiſe of men more than the 
praiſe of Gd. 

Jeſus cried, and ſaid, Me that believeth on 
me, believeth not on me, but on him that 
ſent me. And he that ſeeth me, ſeeth him 
that ſent me. I am come a light into the 
world, that whoſoever believeth on me, 
ſhould not abide in darkneſs. And if any 
man hear my words, and believe not, I judge 
him not: for I came not to judge the world, 
but to fave the world. He that rejecteth me, 
and receiveth not my words, hath one that 


judgeth him: the word that I have ſpoken, 


the ſame ſhall judge him in the laſt day. For 
I have not ſpoken of myſelf; but the Father 
who ſent me, he gave me a commandment 


what I ſhould ſay, and what I ſhould ſpeak. 
And I know that his commandment is life 
everlaſting : whatſoever I ſpeak therefore, 
even as the Father faid unto me, ſo I ſpeak.

| N D as ne went out of the temple, one Mark 

of his diſciples ſaid unto him, Teach- 13. 1. 
er, ſee, what ſtones! and what buildings! Mat. 
| Jeſus anſwering, ſaid unto him, Seeſt thou 24. 1- 
theſe great buildings? The days ſhall come, Luke 
in which one ſtone ſhall not be left upon an- 5. 
other, that ſhall not be thrown down. And 
as he fat upon the Mount of Olives, over- 
againſt the temple, Peter, and James, and 
, Joh, and Andrew, aſked him privately, 

ell us when ſhall theſe things be fulfilled, 

and what ſhall be the ſign of thy coming, 
and of the end of the world? And Jeſus an- 
ſwering them, began to ſay, Take heed leſt 
any man deceive you; for many ſhall come 
in my name, ſaying, I am the Chriſt and 
the time draweth near; and ſhall deceive 
many. Go not ye therefore after them. 
And when ye ſhall hear of wars and ru- Mark 
mours of wars, be not ye troubled, for 13. 7. 
theſe things muſt needs come to paſs, but 
the end is not yet. For nation ſhall riſe u 

againſt nation, and kingdom againſt kingdom; 
and there ſhall be earthquakes in divers 
— and there ſhall be famines, and peſti- 
ences, and commotions; and fearful ſights

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Mark alſo, and great ſigns ſhall there be out of 
13. 8, heaven. Theſe are the beginning of ſorrows. 


But take heed to yourſelves, for they ſhall 


deliver you up to councils, and into priſons, 


and in the ſynagogues ye ſhall be beaten, and 
ye ſhall be brought before rulers and kings, 
for my ſake, for a teſtimony againſt them. 
But 5 they ſhall lead you, and deliver you 
up, take no thought before-hand what ye 
ſhall ſpeak, neither do ye premeditate, but 
whatever is given you in that hour, that 
ſpeak ye, for it is not ye that ſpeak, but the 
Holy Spirit ; for I will give you a mouth,

Daniel the prophet, ſtanding in the holy 24. 15» 
place where it ought not (whoſo readeth, let DE 
bs underſtand) then let them who are in 
Judea flee into the mountains. Let him who 
is upon the houſe-top not go down into the 
houſe, neither enter therein to take any 

thing out of his houſe; neither let him 
who is in the field turn back to take his 
clothes: for theſe be the days of vengeance, 
that all things which are written may be 
fulfilled. And wo unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give ſuck, in thoſe 

days! But pray ye that your flight be not 
in the winter, neither on the ſabbath-day: 
for then ſhall be great wrath upon this peo- 

ple, and tribulation in the land, ſuch as was 
not from the beginning of the creation, which 
God created, unto this time, neither ſhall be; | 
and they ſhall fall by the edge of the ſword, Luke 
and ſhall be led captive into all nations; and 21.

great ſigns and wonders, to ſeduce (if poſſible) 
even the elect. But take ye heed, behold I 
have foretold you all things: therefore, if 
they ſhall fay to you, Lo he is in the deſert 
go not forth—Behold he is in the ſecret 
chambers—believe not. For as the light- 
ning cometh out of the eaſt, and ſhineth even 
to the weſt, ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the 
Son of Man be; for whereſoever the carcaſe 


1s, there will the eagles be gathered together. 


Immediately after the tribulation of thoſe 


days ſhall the ſun be darkened, and the moon 


ſhall not give her light, and the ſtars ſhall 


fall from heaven; and upon the earth ſhall be 


diſtreſs of nations with perplexity, the ſea 
and the waves roaring, mens hearts failin 

them through fear and expectation of thoſe 
things which are coming on the earth: for 
the powers of the heavens ſhall be ſhaken. 
Then ſhall appear the fign of the Son of Man 


in heaven, and then ſhall all the tribes of 


the earth mourn; and they ſhall ſee the Son 
of Man coming in the clouds of heaven 


with power and great glory. And he ſhall ſend 


his angels with a trumpet of loud voice, 
and they ſhall gather together his ele& from 


the four winds, from one extremity of 


gin to come to paſs, then look ye up, and 


heaven to the other.. When theſe things be- 
lift 
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lift up your heads, for your redemption Mat. 
draweth nigh. Now learn a parable from the 24. 32. 


fig-tree: when its branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye ſee and know of your 
ownſelves that ſummer is nigh. So ye like- 
wiſe, when ye ſhall ſee all theſe things, know 
ye that the kingdom of God is nigh at hand, 
even at your doors. Verily I fay unto you, 
this generation ſhall not paſs away till all 
theſe things be fulfilled: heaven and earth 
ſhall paſs away, but my words ſhall not paſs 
away. But of that day and hour knoweth 
no man, no not the angels of heaven, but 
my Father only. But as the days of Noe were, 
ſo ſhall alſa the coming of the Son of Man be. 
For as in the days that were before the flood, 
they. were eating and drinking, marrying, and 
giving in marriage, until the days that Noe 
entered into the ark, and knew not until the 
flood came, and took them all away; ſo ſhall 
alſo the coming of the Son of Man be. Then 
ſhall two be in the field, the one ſhall be 
taken, and the other left. Two women ſhall 
be grinding at the mill, the one ſhall be taken, 


and the other left. Take heed to yourſ lves Luke 
therefore, leſt at any time your hearts be 21. 34. 


overcharged with ſurfeiting, and drunkenneſs, 
and cares of this life, and ſo that day come, 
upon you unawares: for as a ſnare ſhall it 
come upon all them that dwell on the face of 
the earth. Watch therefore, for ye know not 
in what hour your Lord cometh ; and pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy ta

Then ſhall the kingdom of heaven be 


25. 1. likened unto ten virgins, who took their

five were fooliſh. They that were fooliſh 
took their lamps, and took no oil with them : 
but the wiſe took oil in their veſſels with 
their lamps, While the bridegroom tarried 
they all lumbered and ſlept. And at midnight 
there was a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh, go ye out to meet him. Then 


all thoſe virgins aroſe, and trimmed their 


lamps. And the fooliſh ſaid unto the wile, 
Give us of your oil, for our lamps are gone 
out.

and he ſhall ſet the ſheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. Then ſhall the 
King ſay unto them on his right hand, Come, 
ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world.

Then aſſembled together the chief Prieſts, 
and the Scribes, and the elders of the peo- 
E ple into the palace of the high-prieſt, wh

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was called Caiaphas, and conſulted that they 
might take Jeſus by ſubtilty, and put him 
to death: but they ſaid, not on the feaſt- day, 
leſt there be an uproar among the people. 
And being in Bethany, they made for him 
a great ſupper there, in the houſe of Simon 
the Leper: and Martha ſerved, but Lazarus 
was one of them that ſat at the table with 
him. Then took Mary an alabaſter box of 
ointment of ſpikenard, very precious, and 
brake the box, and poured it on his head; 
and ſhe anointed the feet of Jeſus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair; and the houſe 


was filled with the odour of the ointment. 


But when his diſciples ſaw it, they had in- 
dignation. Then faith one of them, Judas 
Iſcariot the ſon of Simon, who was about to 
betray him, To what purpoſe is this waſte? 
why was not the ointment ſold for three 
hundred denarii, and given to the poor? 
This he ſaid, not that he cared for the poor, 
but becauſe he was a thief, and had the bag, 


and bare what was put therein. And Jeſus 


ſaid, Let her alone why trouble ye her? 


| ſhe hath wrought a good work on me: for ye 


have the poor with you always, and whenſo- 
ever ye will ye may da them good; but me 
ye have not always. She hath done what the 
could: ſhe hath beforehand anointed my body 
for interment. Verily I ſay unto you, Where- 
ſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached, through- 
out the whole world, this alſo that ſhe 2

Then entered Satan into Judas ſurnamed Luke 
Iſcariot, being of the number of the twelve, 22. 3. 


and he went his way, and communed with 
the chief prieſts and captains, ſaying, What 
will ye give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you? And when they heard it, they were 
glad, and covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of ſilver; and he promiſed and from

Our LORD celzbrates the Paſſover with his 
Diſciples, Comforts and inſtructs them. 


IN the firſt day of unleavened bread, Luke 
when they killed the paſcha, Jeſus 22. 7. 


knowing that his hour was come that he John 
ſhould depart out of this world unto the 13. 1. 


Father, he ſendeth forth Peter and John, 
ſaying, Go ye, and prepare us the paſſover, 
that we may eat. They faid to him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare? And he ſaid unto 
them, Behold, when ye are entered into the 
city, there ſhall a man meet you bearing a 
pitcher of water, follow him into the houſe 
where he entereth. And ye ſhall ſay to the 


maſter of the houſe, The Teacher faith unto 
thee,

thee, My time is at hand, where is the gueſt- 
chamber, in which I ſhall eat the paſſover 
with my diſciples? And he ſhall ſhew you 
a large upper room furniſhed and prepared, 
there make ready for us. And his diſciples 
went forth, and came unto the city, and 
found as he had faid unto them; and they 
prepared the paſſover. 

And in the evening, when the hour was 
come, he ſat down with the twelve apoſtles : 
and, having loved his own that were in the 
world, he loved them unto the end. Know- 


Ing, therefore, that the Father had given all 
things into his hands, and that he was come 


from God, and went unto God, he ſaid unto 


them, With deſire I have deſired to eat this 


paſſover with you before I ſuffer: for I ſay 
unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, 
until it be fulfilled in the Kingdom of God. 

And there was a ſtrife among them which 


of them ſhould be accounted the preateſt. 


And he faid unto them, The kings of the 
Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip over them; and 
they that have authority upon them, are 
called benefactors. Let it not be ſo with you; 
but he that is greateſt among you, let him 
be as the younger; and he that is chief, as 
he that doth ſerve. For whether is greater, 
he that ſitteth at meat, or he that ſerveth? Is 


not he that ſitteth at meat? but I am among 


you as he that ſerveth. Ye are they who have 
continued with me in my temptations; and 
I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my F ather 
EET hath 
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hath appointed unto me: that ye may eat and Luke 
drink at my table, in my kingdom, and ſit 22. 30.

Then he riſeth from ſupper, and laid afide John 
his garments, and taking a towel, girded 13. 4. 


himſelf; after that, he poured water into the 
baſon, and began to waſh the diſciples feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel wherewith 
he was girded. He cometh, therefore, unto 
Simon Peter; and Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, 
doſt thou waſh my feet? Jeſus anſwered and 
faid to him, What I do, thou knoweſt not 
yet, but thou ſhalt know hereafter. Peter 
faith unto him, Thou ſhalt never waſh my 
feet. Jeſus anſwered him, If I waſh thee not, 
thou haſt no part with me. Simon Peter 
faith unto him, Lord, not my feet only, but 
alſo my hands and my head, Jeſus faith to 
him, He that is waſhed, needeth not that 
even his feet be waſhed, but is wholly clean: 
and ye are clean, though not all: for he knew 
who ſhould betray him, therefore ſaid he, 
ye are not all clean. So after he had waſhed 

their feet, and taken his garments, again 
fitting down, he ſaid to them, Know ye what 
I have done to you? Ye call me Maſter and 
Lord, and ye ſay well, for I am. If then I, 
your Lord and Maſter, have waſhed your feet, 
ye alſo ought to waſh one another's feet; for. 
I have given you an example, that ye ſhould 
do as I have done to you. Verily, verily, I 


ſay unto you, A ſervant is not greater than 
f "" 
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his lord, neither he that is (ent greater than 
he that ſent him. If ye know theſe things, 


happy are ye if ye do them. I ſpeak not con- 


cerning you all: I know whom I have choſen, 
but that the ſcripture may be fulfilled, ** He 
that eateth bread with me, hath lifted up 


his heel againſt me.” Now I tell you before 


it come, that when it is come to paſs, ye may 
believe that I am. Verily, verily, I ay unto 
you, He that receiveth whomſoever I ſend, 
receiveth me; and he that receiveth me, re- 
ceiveth him that ſent me. 

When Jeſus had thus ſaid, he was troubled 


in ſpirit, and teſtified, and ſaid as they did 


eat, Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, That one 
of you ſhall betray me. Then the diſciples 
looked one upon another, and were exceeding 
ſorrowful; and every one began to ſay unto 
him, Lord, is it I? He anſwered and ſaid, 
The Son of Man goeth, as it is written of 
him, but wo unto that man by whom the 
Son of Man is betrayed: it had been good 


. for that man if he had not been born. Then 


Judas, who betrayed him, ſaid, Rabbi, is it I? 
He faith unto him, Thou haſt ſaid. Now 


there was leaning on Jeſus' boſom, one of his 


diſciples whom Jeſus loved. Simon Peter 
therefore beckoned to him, that he ſhould 


aſk who it ſhould be of whom he ſpake. 


He then lying on Jeſus' breaſt, ſaith unto 
him, Lord, who is it? Jeſus anſwered, He 
it is to whom I ſhall give a ſop, when I have 
dipped it. And when he had dipped the op,

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he gave it to Judas Iſcariot, the ſon of John 


Simon. And after the ſop, Satan entered 13- 26, 


into him. Then faid Jeſus unto him, That 
thou doeſt, do quickly. Now no man at the 
table knew for what intent he ſpake this 
unto him. For ſome of them thought, be- 
cauſe Judas had the bag, that Jeſus had ſaid 
unto him, Buy thoſe things that we have 


need of againſt the feaſt: or that he ſhould 


give ſomething to the poor, He then having 
received the ſop, went immediately out: and 
it was night. e 
Therefore when he was gone out, Jeſus 
ſaid, Now is the Son of Man glorified, and 
God is glorified in him. If God be glorified 
in him, God ſhall al ſo glorify him in him- 
ſelf, and ſhall ſtraightway glorify him. Lit- 
tle children, yet a little while I am with you. 
Ye ſhall ſeek me: and as I faid unto the Jews, 


Whither I go, ye cannot come; ſo now I fay 


unto you. A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another; as I have 
loved you, that ye alſo love one another. 
By this ſhall all men know that ye are my 
diſciples, if ye have love one to another. 

Simon Peter ſaid unto him, Lord, whither 
goeſt thou? Jeſus anſwered him, Whither I 
go, thou canſt not follow me now; but thou 
ſhalt follow me afterwards. Peter ſaid unto 
him, Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? 
I will lay down my life for thy fake. 


And the Lord ſaid, Simon, Simon, behold, Luke 


Satan hath deſired to have you, that he ay 22, 31.

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ſift you as wheat: but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and when thou art 
converted, ſtrengthen thy brethren. And 
he faid unto them, When I ſent you with- 
out purſe and ſcrip, and ſhoes, lacked ye any 
thing? And they ſaid, Nothing. Then faid 
he unto them, But now, he that hath a purſe, 
let him take it, and likewiſe a ſcrip; and he 
that hath no ſword, let him ſell his garment, 
and buy one: for I fay unto you, that this 
that is written muſt yet be accompliſhed in 
me, And he was reckoned among the 

tranſgreſſors: for the things concerning 


me have an end. And they ſaid, Lord, be- 


hold there are two ſwords. And he ſaid unt 


them, It is enough. * | 


And as they were eating, Jeſus took bread 
and * bleſſed it, and brake it, and gave to his 
diſciples, and ſaid, This is my body, which 
is given for you; this do in remembrance of 
me. And he took the cup likewiſe, after 
ſupper, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, ſaying, Drink ye all of it: for this 
is my blood of the new teſtament, which is 
ſhed for many, for the remiſſion of fins. But 
I fay unto you, I will not drink henceforth 
of this fruit of the vine, until that day when 
I drink it new with you in the kingdom of

Henceforth I call 
you.not ſervants; for the ſervant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth: but I have called 
you friends; for all things that I have heard 
of my Father, I have made known unto you. 


Ve have not choſen me, but I have choſen 


you, and ordained you, that ye ſhould go 
and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
ſhould remain: that whatſoever ye ſhall aſk 
of the Father in my name, he may give it 
you. Theſe things I command you, that ye 
love one another. If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before you. 

If ye were of the world, the world would 


love its own: but becauſe ye are not of the 


world, but I have choſen you out of the 


world, therefore the world hateth you. Re- 


member the word that I faid unto you, 'The 


ſervant is not greater than his lord. If they |

have perſecuted me, they will alſo perſecute John 


you: if they have kept my ſaying, they will 18 20. 


keep yours alſo. But all theſe things will 
they do unto you for my name's fake, becauſe 
they know not him that ſent me. If I had 
not come and: ſpoken unto them, they had 
not had ſin: but now they have no cloke for 
their fin. - He that hateth me, hateth my 
Father alſo. If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, they 
had not had fin: but now have they both ſeen, 
and hated both me and my Father. But [thig 
cometh to paſs] that the word might be ful- 
filled that is written in their law, They hated 
me without a cauſe. But when the Com- 
forter is come, whom I will ſend unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, he ſhall 
teſtify of me. And ye alſo ſhall bear witneſs, 
becauſe ye have been with me from the be- 
ginning. „ e 

Theſe things have I ſpoken unto you, that john 


ye ſhould not be offended. They ſhall put 16. 1. 


you out of the ſynagogues: yea, the time 
cometh, that whoſoever killeth you, will 
think that he doeth God ſervice. And theſe 
things will they do unto you, becauſe they 
have not known the Father, nor me. But 
theſe things have I told you, that when the 
time ſhall come, ye may remember that I 
told you of them.

Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name thoſe whom thou 
haſt given me, that they may be one, as we. 
While I was with them in the world, I 
kept them in thy name: thoſe that thou 
veſt me I have "tie and none of them is 
loſt, but the ſon of perdition: that the ſcrip- 
ture might be fulfilled.

examined before the Chief Prieſts and 
Elders, and condemned by them. 


N D when they had ſung an hymn; Mark 
| they went out into the Mount of 14. 26. 
Olives. Then faith Jeſus unto them, All 
ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this night, 

for it is written, I will ſmite the ſhepherd, - 
and the ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcattered 
abroad. But after I am riſen again, I will 

go before you into Galilee, Peter ſaid to him, 
Though all ſhall be offended becauſe of thee, 

yet will I never be offended. And Jeſus ſaith 

to him, Verily, I ſay unto thee, that in this 
night, befere the cock crow twice, thou 

ſhalt thrice deny that thou knoweſt me. But 

he ſpake the more vehemently, If I ſhould 

die with thee, I will not deny thee in any 
wiſe. Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. 

Then cometh Jeſus with them unto a place John 
called Gethſemane, beyond the brook Ce- 18. r. 
dron, where was a garden, into the which Mat. 
he entered, and his diſciples; and he faith 26. 36. 
to them, Sit ye here, while I go and pray Mark 
vonder. And taking along Peter and the “ 32. 
two ſons of Zebedee, he began to be —

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ful and very heavy. Then faith he unto them, 
My ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful, even unto 
death; tarry ye here, and watch with me. 
And he went forward a little, and fell on his 
face, praying, that, if it were poflible, the 
hour might paſs from him: and he faid, 
Abba, Father, all things are poſſible unto 
thee.—Take away this cup from me; never- 
theleſs, not what I will, but what thou wilt. 


And he cometh unto his diſciples, and findeth 
them ſleeping for ſorrow, and faith to Peter,

2 2 = 40. 


Simon, fleepeſt thou? cauldeſt thou not 


watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, leſt ye 


enter into - temptation; the ſpirit truly is 
willing, but the fleſh weak. He went away 
again the ſecond time, and being withdrawn 
from them about a ſtone's-caſt, prayed, ſay- 
ing, O my Father, If thou be willing, re- 
move this cup from me—but if this cup may 
not paſs away from me, except I drink it, 
thy will be done. And there appeared an 


angel unto him from heaven, ſtrengthening 


him. And being in an agony, he prayed mare 
earneſtly, and his ſweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling.down to the ground. 
And he came and found them again fleeping, 
for their eyes were heavy; and he (aid unto 
them, Why ſleep ye? Riſe and pray, leſt ye 


enter into temptation: and they knew not 


what to anſwer him. And he left them, and 
went away again, and prayed the third time, 
ſaying the ſame words. Then, rifing up from 
prayer, he cometh to his diſciples, and faith 

e to 
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to them, Sleep on now, and take your reſt: Mat. 
It is enough the hour is come, and the Son 26. 45. 
of Man is betrayed into the hands of ſinners. 
Ariſe, let us go. Behold, he is at hand that 
doth betray me. | 

And immediately, while he yet ſpake, lo, John 
Judas, having received a band of men and 18. 2. 
officers from the chief Prieſts and Phariſees, 
cometh thither with lanterns, and torches, 
and weapons; for he knew the place, be- 
cauſe Jeſus oft-times reſorted thither with his 
diſciples. Jeſus therefore, knowing all things 
that ſhould come upon him, went forth, and 
ſaid unto them, Whom ſeek ye? They an- 
ſwered him, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus faith 
unto-them, I am [he]. And Judas alſo, who 
betrayed him, ſtood with them. As ſoon then 
as he had ſaid unto them, I am he, they went 
| backward, and fell to the ground. Then 
alked he them again, Whom ſeek ye? And 
they ſaid, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus anſwered, 
I have told you that I am he.—If therefore 
ye ſeek me, let theſe go away: that the ſay- 
ing might be fulfilled which he ſpake, Of 
them whom thou gaveſt me have I loſt 
none. Now he that betrayed him had given Mark 
them a token, ſaying, Whomſoevyerl ſhall kiſs, 11. 44. 
that ſame is he—take him, andlead him away Mart. 
fafely. Forthwith then he came unto Jeſus, 26. 48. 
and ſaid, Hail, Rabbi, and kifſed him. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Friend, wherefore art 
thou come? Betrayeſt thou the Son of Man

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Luke with a kiſs? Then came they and laid hands 
22. 48. on Jeſus, and took him, ht | 
When they that were about him ſaw what 
would follow, they ſaid unto him, Lord, 
ſhall we ſmite with the ſword? And Simon. 
Peter, ſtretching out his hand, drew his 
ſword, and ſtruck a ſervant of the high 
prieſt's, and cut off his right ear: the ſer- 
vant's name was Malchus. And Jeſus an- 
ſwering ſaid, Suffer ye thus far, but return 
thy ſword into its place, for all they that 
take the ſword ſhall periſh by the ſword. 
The cup which my Father hath given me, 
ſhall I not drink it? Thinkeſt thou that I 
cannot now pray to my Father, and he ſhall 
preſently give me more than twelve legions 
of angels: But how then ſhall the ſcriptures 
be fulfilled, that thus it muſt be? And he 
touched the man's ear, and healed him. 
Mat. In that ſame hour faid Jeſus to the mul- 
26. 55. titudes which were come upon him, Are ye 
come out as againſt a thief, with ſwords and 
with ſtaves to take me? I fat daily with 
you, teaching in the temple, and ye took 
not hold of me: but this is your hour, and 
the power of darkneſs. And all this hath 
come to paſs that the ſcriptures of the pro- 
phets might be fulfilled. Then all the diſ- 
Mark Cciples forſook him and fled. And there fol- 
14. 51. lowed him a certain young man, having a 
linen cloth caſt 'about his naked body; and 
the young men laid hold on him, but he left 
the linen cloth, and fled from them naked. 
f Then 
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Then the band, and the captain, and John 
officers of the Jews, having bound Jeſus, 18. 13. 
led him away to Annas firſt, for he was 
father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was the high 
prieſt of that year: Annas therefore ſent him 
bound unto Caiaphas the high prieſt, where 
all the chief Prieſts, and Elders, and Scribes 
were aſſembled. Now Caiaphas was he who 
gave counſel to the Jews that it was expe- 
dient that one man ſhould die for the peo- 

le. | | 
, And Simon Peter followed Jeſus afar off, 
and alſo another diſciple: that diſciple was 
known to the high prieſt, and went in with 
Jeſus into the Pigh prieſt's palace. But 
Peter ſtood at the door without. Then went 
out the other diſciple, who was known unto 
the high prieſt, and fpake to her that kept 
the door, and brought in Peter. And = 
ſervants and officers ſtood there, having made 
a fire of coals in the midſt of the hall, for it 
was cold; and they warmed themſelves; and 
Peter ſtood with them, and warmed him- 

ſelf. has 
The high prieſt then aſked Jeſus concern- 
ing his diſciples, and concerning his doctrine. 
Jeſus anſwered him, I ſpake openly to the 
world; I ever taught in the ſynagogue and in 
the temple, whither the Jews always reſort 
from every quarter, and in ſecret have I faid 
nothing. Why aſkeſt thou me? Aſk them 
who heard me, what I have ſaid unto them. 
Behold they know what I faid. And —_ 
* 
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John he had thus ſpoken, one of the officers, 
18. 22. who ſtood by, ſtruck Jeſus with the palm of 
his hand, ſaying, Doſt thou anſwer the high 

prieſt ſo? Jeſus anſwered him, If I have 

ſpoken evil, bear witneſs of the evil; but if 

well, why ſmiteſt thou me? 

Mark Now the chief prieſt, and elders, and 
14. 5. all the council, ſought teſtimony againſt 
Mat. Jeſus to put him to death, and found 
26. 59. none: for many bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, but their witneſs was not ſufficient. - 
And there aroſe certain who bare falſe 
witneſs, ſaying, We heard him fay, I 
will deſtroy this, temple, that is made with 
hands, and within three days I will build 
another made without hands. Yet neither 
was this their teſtimony ſufficient. And the 
high prieſt ſtood up in the midſt, and aſked 
Jeſus, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing? What 
do theſe men teſtify againſt thee? But he held 
his peace, and anſwered nothing. Again the 
high prieſt aſked him, and faid unto him, I 
adjure thee by the living God, that thou 
tell us, whether thou be the Chriſt, the Son 
of the bleſſed One? Jeſus faith to him, 
Thou haſt ſpoken it. If I tell you, ye will 
not believe; if I alſo aſk you, ye will not 
anſwer me, nor let me go. Hereafter ſhall 

e ſee the Son of Man fitting on the right 

and of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high prieſt rent his gar- 
ments, ſaying, What further need have we 
of witneſſes? Behold, now, ye have 1 

| his 
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his blaſphemy.— What think ye? And they 
all condemned him to be guilty of death. 

And the men that held Jeſus began to Mark 
ſpit on him, and to cover his face, and to 4. 65. 
buffet him; and the ſervants did ſtrike him Mar. 
with the palms of their hands, ſaying, Pro- 26. 69. 
pheſy to us, thou Chriſt, who is it that 
ſmote thee? And many other things blaſ- 
phemouſly ſpake they againſt him. 

Peter mean-while was without in the hall: 
but the damſel that kept the door beheld him 
as he fat by the fire, and earneſtly looked on 
him, and ſaid, Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of 
Nazareth. And he denied before them all, 
ſaying, Woman, I know not, neither under- 
ſtand I what thou ſayeſt. And he went out 
into the porch, and the cock crew; and after 
a little while another maid ſaw him, and 
ſaid to them that were there, This man was 
alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth? and again he 
denied with an oath, I do not know the man. 

And about the ſpace of one hour after, they Luke 
that ſtood by ſaid again to Peter, Surely 22. 58. 
thou alſo art one of them, for thou art a 
Galilean, and thy ſpeech bewrayeth thee: 

one of the ſervants of the high prieſt's, being 

his kinſman, whoſe ear Peter cut off, con- 
fidently affirmed it, and ſaid, Did not I fee 

thee in the garden with him? But he began john 
to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, I know not 18. 26. 
this man of whom ye ſpeak: and imme- 
diately, while he yet ſpake, the cock crew

HEROD; and delivered up to the 
People at their Requeſt. - Is ſcourged and 
crucified. TN 


HEN the morning was come, and 


all the chief prieſts with the Scribes 
and elders of the people had taken counſel 


againſt Jeſus to put, him to death, they 


bound him, and led him away from Caia- 

has unto the * pretorium, and delivered 
bim up to Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then judas, who betrayed him, ſeeing that 
he was condemned, repented himſelf, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of ſilver to 


the chief prieſts and elders, ſaying, I have 


ſinned, in that I have betrayed innocent 
blood. They ſaid, What is that to us?— 


See thou to it. And caſting down the thirty 


The pretorium was the manſion-houſe of the Roman 


pretors or governors of provinces, where they gave audience, 
and adminiſtered, jaitics, 7p Mains 
pieces 
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pieces of ſilver in the temple, he departed, Mat. 
and went away, and hanged himſelf. And 27. 5. 


the chief prieſts took the pieces of filver, 
and faid, It is not lawful to put them into the 
treaſury, becauſe it is the price of blood. 
And they took counſel together, and bought 
with them the potters field, to bury ſtrangers 
in: therefore that field was called the field 
of blood unto this day. Then was fulfilled. 
that which was ſpoken by Jeremias the pro- 


phet, ſaying, ** And they took the thirty Zech. 11. 


pieces of ſilver, the price of him that was 12, 13. 


valued, whom they of the children of Iſrael 
did value, and gave them for the potters field, 
as the Lord appointed me.” 


Pilate then went out unto them, for they John 
themſelves went not into the pretorium, that 18. 28. 


they might not be defiled, but eat the paſſover. 
And he faid, What accuſation bring ye 
againſt this man? They anſwered and ſaid to 
him, If he were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered him up to thee. Then 
ſaid Pilate unto them, Take ye him, and 
judge him according to your law. The Jews 
therefore ſaid to him, It is not lawful for us 


to put any man to death.—That the ſaying See: 
of Jeſus might be fulfilled which he ſpake, John 


ſignifying by what death he ſhould die. 


And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, We Luke 
found him perverting the nation, and for- 23. 2. 


bidding to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, that 
he himſelf is Chriſt, a King. 19 11 
2 Pilate

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Pilate therefore entered again into the pre- 


18. 33. torium, and called Jeſus, and ſaid unto him,

23. 3. 


Art thou the king of the Jews ? Jeſus an- 
ſwered him, ſayeſt thou this thing of thyſelf, 
or did others tell thee concerning me? 
Pilate anſwered, Am I a Jew? Thine own 
nation and the chief prieſts have delivered 
thee to me: What haſt thou done? Jeſus 
anſwered, My kingdom is not of this world; 
if my kingdom were of this world, then 
would my ſervants have ftriven that I might 
not be delivered to the Jews; but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. Pilate there- 
fore ſaid to him, Thou art then a king? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou ſayeſt that I am a king. 


To this end was I born, and for this came 


T into the world, that I might bear witneſs 


to the truth: every one that is of the truth 


lee, even to this place. When Pilate hear 


heareth my voice. Pilate ſaith unto him, 
What is truth? And having ſaid this, he 
went out again unto the chief prieſts and the 
multitude of the Jews, and faith to them, I 
find no fault in him. And the chief prieſts 
and elders accuſed him of many things; but 
he anſwered nothing. And Pilate aſked him 
again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou nothing? Be- 


hold how many things they witneſs againſt 
' thee? And he anſwered him to never a word, 
inſomuch that the governor marvelled 


greatly. But they were the more fierce, ſay- 
ing, He flirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Judea, beginning from Gali- 


of 
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of Galilee, he aſked whether be mn eas Takin 
a Galilean; and as ſoon as he knew that he 23. 6. 


belonged unto Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent 
him to Herod, who himſelf alſo was at 
Jeruſalem in thoſe days. And when Herod 
ſaw Jeſus he was exceeding glad, for he was 
deſirous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe 
he had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle performed 
by him. Then he queſtioned with him in 
many words, but he anſwered him nothing;

And Pilate having called together the 
chief prieſts and the rulers of the people, 
ſaid unto them, Ye have brought this man 
unto me as one that perverteth the people, 
and behold, I having examined him before 
you, have found no fault in this man, 
touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: 
no, nor yet Herod; for I ſent you unto him, 
and lo, nothing worthy of death is done by 
him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let

ſaid Barabbas. Pilate, yet willing to releaſe

I have found no cauſe of death in him: I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him, arid let him go.

Pilate therefore went John 
forth again, and faith unto them, Behold I 19. 4. 


bring him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. Then came Jeſus 
forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
pages robe: and Pilate faith unto them, Be- 
old the man. When the chief prieſts there- 
fore and officers ſaw him, they cried out, ſay- 
ing, Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate faith 
unto them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for 
I find no fault in him. The Jews anſwered 
him, We have a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son of 
God. When Pilate therefore heard that ſay- 
ing, he was the more afraid; and went again 
into the pretorium, and faith unto Jeſus, 
Whence art thou? But Jeſus gave him no 
_ anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, Speak- 
eſt thou not unto me? knoweſt thou not, 
that I have power to crucify' thee, and have 
power to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
couldeſt have no power at all againſt me, 
except it were given thee from above: there - 
fore 8 that delivered me unto thee hath the 
reater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
ought to releaſe him: but the Jews cried 
out, ſaying, If thou let this man go, thou 
art not Ceſar's friend: whoſoever maketh

27. 57- ſellor, a good and juſt man; the ſame had 
not conſented to the counſel and deed of 
them, but himſelf waited for the kingdom of 
God, being a * of Jeſus, though ſe- 
uy. 
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cretly, for fear of the Jews. This man went Mat. 
in boldly unto Pilate, and beſought him that 27. 58. 
he might take away the body of Jeſus. And Mark 
Pilate marvelled if he were already dead, 15. 44. 
and calling unto him the centurion, aſked John 
him, whether he had been any while dead: 19. 39. 


and when he knew it of the centurion, he 
commanded the body to be delivered to 
Joſeph. He came therefore and took the - 
body of Jeſus; and there came alſo Nico- 
demus (he who at firſt came unto Jeſus by 
night) bringing a mixture of myrrh and 


aloes, about an hundred “ pounds weight. 


Then took they down the body of Jeſus, 
and wrapped it in fine linen cloths (which 
they had bought) with the ſpices, accord- 
ing to the Jews manner of interment. Now 
in the place where he was crucified, was 
a garden, and in the garden a new ſepulchre, 
hewn out of the rock, wherein was never 
man yet laid: there laid they Jeſus therefore 
(becauſe of the Jews preparation) for the 
ſepulchre was nigh at hand; and they rolled 
a great ſtone to the door of the ſepulchre, 


and departed. 


* The great quantity of the ſpices brought by Nicode- 
mus has been often objected to: it muſt he looked on as a 


roof of his conſequence; and of his great reſpe& for our 
Land ſince only people of the firſt rank had ſo much ex- 


nded upon them. Joſephus ſays, that in king Herod's 
uneral proceſſion were five hundred aeojud]ogopss, or ſpice- 
bearers, Antiq. 17. 8. 3. We have another inſtance in point,

NT O W when the ſabbath was paſt, very Mat.

ſpices which they had prepared; and certain ng 
others with them. And they ſaid among 
themſelves, Who ſhall roll away for us the

was very great. And when they looked, they 

ſaw that the ſtone was rolled away: and be- 

hold there had been a great earthquake, for 

an angel of the Lord, having deſcended from 
heaven, came and rolled back the ſtone from 

the door, and fat upon it. His countenance 

was like lightning, and his raiment white as 


* The women now returned to perform che uſual cere- 
monies on the dead body, which they'had not been able to 
do before, becauſe of the ſabbath. The Jews obſerved nearly 
the ſame funeral rites as the Greeks: they firſt carefully 
waſhed the dead body, and ſtopped the excretories, then 
anointed it all over with perfumed ointments, and after 
covering the head, and bandaging the arms and legs, wrapped 
it up. in a winding ſheet, called Zusa (made according to 
Dr, Forſter of the Linum Xylinum) covering it at the ſame 
time with antiſeptic ſpices, Thus the corple was depoſited.

And one of them, 008 
name was Cleopas, anſwering, ſaid "unto 
him, Art thou alone a ſtranger in Jeruſalem, 
and haſt not known the things which are 
come to paſs there in theſe days? And he 
faid unto them, What things? And they faid 
unto him, Concerning Jeſus of Nazareth, 
who was a- prophet mighty in deed and 
word, before God, and all the people: and 
how the chief prieſts, and our rulers deliver- 
ed him to be condemned to death, and have 
crueified him. But we truſted that it 'had 
been he, who ſhould have redeemed Iſrael: 
and beſides all this, to- day is the third da 
ſince theſe things were done. Vea, ai 
certain women alſo of our company made us 
aſtoniſhed, that were early at the ſepulchre: 
and when they found not his body, they 
came, ſaying, that they had alſo ſeen a viſion 
of angels, who ſaid that he was alive. 
And certain of them that were with us, 
went to the ſepulchre, and found it even ſo 
ho the women had ſaid; but him "they faw 


* 
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Luke not. Then he ſaid unto them, O fools, and 
24+ 25. low of heart to believe all that the prophets 


have ſpoken! Ought not Chriſt to have 
ſuffered theſe things, and to enter into his 
glory? And beginning at Moſes, and all the 
prophets, he expounded unto them in all 
the ſcriptures, the things concerning him- 
ſelf, And-they drew nigh unto the village, 
whither they went; and he made as though 
he would have gone further. But they con- 
ſtrained him, ſaying, Abide with us, for it 
is towards evening, and the day is far ſpent, 
And he went in to tarry with them. And 
it came to paſs, as he ſat at meat with them, 
he took bread, and bleſſed it, and brake, and 
gave to them. And their eyes were opened, 

and they knew him; and he vaniſhed out of 
their ſight. And they ſaid one to another, 
Did not our hearts burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while-he 
opened to us the ſcriptures? And they roſe 
up the ſame hour, and returned to Jeruſalem 
at evening, and found the eleven gathered 
together, and them that were with them, 
ſaying, The Lord is riſen indeed, and hath 
appeared to Simon. And they told what things 
were done in the way, and how he was known 
of them in breaking of bread: and they be- 
lieved them not. But while they were yet 
ſpeaking, when the doors were ſhut for fear 
of the Jews, came- Jeſus himſelf, and ſtood 
in the midſt of them, and ſaith unto them, 
Peace be unto you. But they were 


— 
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and affrighted, and ſuppoſed that they had 
ſeen a ſpirit. And he ſaid unto them, Why Luke 
are ye troubled, and why do thoughts 24. 38. 
ariſe in your hearts? Behold my hands and 
my feet, that it is I myſelf: handle me, and 
ſee, for a ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, as 
ye ſee me have. And when he had thus 
ſpoken, he ſhewed them his hands, and his 
ect, and his fide. And while they yet be- 
lieved not for joy, and wondered, he faid 
unto them, Have ye here any meat? And they 
gave him a piece of a broiled . fiſh, and of 
an honey- comb. And he took it, and did 
eat before them. And he ſaid unto them, 
Theſe are the words which I ſpake unto you, 
while I was yet with you, that all things 
muſt be fulfilled which were written in the 
law of Moſes, and in the prophets, and in 
the pſalms concerning me, Then opened 
he their underſtanding, that they might un- 
derſtand the ſcriptures, and faid unto them, 
Thus it is written, and thus it behoved 
Chriſt to ſuffer, and to riſe from the dead the 
third day: and that repentance and remiſſion 
of ſins ſhould be preached in his name, 
among all nations, beginning at Jeruſalem. 
And ye are witneſſes af theſe things. 
Then ſaid Jeſus to them again, Peace be John 
unto you: as my Father hath ſent me, even 20. 21. 
ſo ſend I you. And when he had ſaid this 
he breathed on them, and ſaith unto them, 
Receive ye the Holy Spirit. Whole ſoever

came. The other diſciples therefore ſaid 
unto him, We have ſeen the Lord.

the print of the nails, and thruſt tay hand 
into his fide, I will not believe. $241 
And after eight days, again his a — 
were within, and Thomas with them: n 
came Jeſus, the doors being ſhut, and ſtood 
in the midſt, and ſaid, Peace be unto you. 
Then faith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy 
finger, and behold my hand; and reach 
hither thy hand, and thruſt it into my fide: 
and be not faithleſs, but believing. And 
Thomas anſwered and ſaid unto him, My 
Lord and my God. Jeſus faith unto. him, 
Thomas, becauſe thou haſt. ſeen me, thou 
haſt believed: bleſſed are they that have not 
ſeen, and yet have believet. 0 
And many other ſigns truly did g in 
the preſence of his diſciples, which are not 
written in this book. But theſe are written, 
that ye might believe that Jeſus is the Chriſt 
the Son of God, and that believing ye 
might have life through his nam. 
John. After theſe things Jeſus ſhewed himſelf 
21. 1. again to his diſciples. at the ſea of Tiberias, 
near to a mountain where he had appointed 
them: and on this wiſe ſhewed he himſelf:

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there were together Simon Dunant J obe 
called Didymus, and Nathaniel of Cana in 21. + 


Galilee, and the. ſon of Zebedee, and two 
other of his diſciples. Simon Peter faith 
unto them, I go a fiſhing: | They ſay unto 
him, We alſo go with thee. They went 
forth, and entered into a ſhip immediately; 
and that night they caught nothing. But 
when the morning was now come, Jeſus 
ſtood on the ſhore: but the diſciples knew 
not that it was Jeſus. . Then Jeſus ſaith 
unto them, Children, have ye any meat? 
They anſwered him, No. And he ſaid unto 
— Caſt the net on the right ſide of the 
ſhip, and ye ſhall find. They caſt therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw it for 
the multitude of fiſhes. Therefore that diſ- 
ciple whom Jeſus loved, faith: unto: Peter, 
It is. the Lord. Now when Simon Peter 
heard that it was the Lord, he girt his fiſher't 
coat unto him (for he was naked) and did 
caſt himſelf into the ſea. And the other 
diſciples came in a little ſhip (for they were 
not far from land, but as it were two hun» 
dred cubits) dragging the net with fiſnes. 
As ſoon then as they were come to land, they 
ſaw a fire of coals there, and fiſh laid there- 
on, and bread. Jeſus ſaith unto them, Bring 
of the \fiſh which ye have now caught. 
Simon Peter went up, and drew the net to 
land full of great fiſhes, an hundred and fifty 
and three: and for all there were ſo many, 
yet was not the net broken, Jeſus faith unto 


— 
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them, Come and dine. And none of the 


21, 13: diſciples durſt 'aſk him, Who art thou? 


knowing that it was the Lord. Jeſus then 

cometh, — bread, and giveth them, 
and fiſh likewiſe, This is now the third 
time that Jeſus ſhewed himſelf to his diſ- 
ciples, after that he was riſen from the 
dead. 

So when they had dived; | Fr faith to 
Siman Peter, Simon ſon of Jonas, loveſt thou 
me more than theſe? He faith unto him, 
Lea, Lord; thou knoweſt that I love thee. 
He faith unto him, Feed my lambs. He 
faith to. him again the — time, Simon 
ſon of Jonas loveſt thou me? He faith unto 
him, Yea, Lord; thou knoweſt that I love 
thee. He faith: unto him, Feed my ſheep. 
He faith unto. him the third time, Simon ſon 
of Jonas, loveſt thou me? Peter was grieved, 
becauſe: he ſaid ' unto him the third time, 
Loveſt: thou me? And he ſaid unto him, 
Lord, thou knoweſt all things; thou know- 
eſt that I love thee. Jeſus faith unto him, 
Feed my ſheep. Verily, verily, I fay unto 
thee, When thou waſt young, thou girdedſt 
thyſelf, and walkedſt 'whither thou would. 
eſt: but when thou ſhalt be old, thou ſhalt 
ſtretch forth thine hands, and another ſhall 
gird thee, and carry thee whither thou 
wouldeſt not. This ſpake he, fi 4 
what death he ſhould . Ana 
_ when he had ſpoken — he Gith — him, 
ov n me. Then Peter, turning wor 
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ſeeth the diſciple whom Jeſus loved follow w- 
ing, (who alſo leaned on his breaſt at 
ſupper, and ſaid, Lord, which is he that 
betrayeth thee?) Peter ſeeing him, faith to John 
Jeſus, Lord, and what ſhall this man do? 21. 21. 
Jeſus faith unto him, If I will that he tarry 
till I come, what is that to thee? Follow 

thou me. Then went this ſaying abroad 
among the brethren, that that diſciple 
ſhould not die: yet Jeſus ſaid not unto him, 
He ſhall not die: but, if I will that he tarry 

till I come, what is that to thee? This is the 
diſciple who teſtifieth of theſe things, and 
wrote theſe things: and we know that his 
teſtimony is true. And there are alſo many 

other things which Jeſus did, the which, if 

they ſhould be written every one, I ſuppoſe 

that even the world itſelf could not contain 

the books that ſhould be written. 
At laſt, being aſſembled with the diſciples, Mat. 
he ſaid to them, All power is given unto 28. 18. 
me in heaven and in earth; — Behold I ſend Luke 
the promiſe of my Father upon you. But tarry 24. 29. 
ye in the city of Jeruſalem until ye be endued 
with power from on high; then go forth 

into all the world, and preach the goſpel to 

every creature, baptizing them into the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 

Holy Spirit; teaching them to obſerve all 
things whatever I have commanded you; and, 

lo, I am with you always, even unto the 

end of the world. He that believeth, and is Mark 
baptized, ſhall be ſaved; but he that be- 16.
